statement hy the owners, Jim 
Roper and his sons Jeff Roper 
and David Roper, all of Burley. 

They called it an “extremely 
painful decision" that was 
delayed for many years and said 
it followed an unsuccessful effort 
to sell tile stores. 

No business can operate in the 
red indefinitely, the family said. 
With a depressed farm economy 
and tire acceleration of competi- 
tion from discounters, cata- 
logues, die Internet and big-city 
magnets. 1999 has proven its 
most difficult business year of ils 
87 in southern Idaho retail. 

“We feel particularly bad for 
our employees - some who have 
been with us for years. The aver- 
age is 12 years, and we have two 
employees who have been with 
us for 43 years," Jeff Roper said. 
The company lias a total of 25 
employees. 

"It’s pretty tough," said Bruce 
Johnson, store manager at the 
Burley location. Some have 
worked at that store for more 
than 20 years, and “it's been a 
big pun of their life." 

The long-timers came in 
Saturday morning to hear tile 
announcement. 

“They were visibly upset," 
Johnson said. Their careers with 
Roper’s wen- stable for years, 
hut now they’ll have to go out 
into tlie world. 

“That’s tile toughest pan right 
there - the scariest part *- having 
to go out and start all over 
again," said 22-year employee 
Karen Carofoli- Brown, a sales- 
woman at the Twin I 'alls store 
who had talked to some of her 
Burley counterparts on the 
plume Saturday. 

Roper’s pledged to help 
employees' transitions through 
severance bonuses and employ- 
ment counseling. 

Olliers are facing uncertainty, 
too - the Roper family, their cus- 
tomers and Che downtowns 
they’ll leave.

And the whole community 
should he sad, he said, to see 
this omen of the nationwide 
decline of small retailers 
knowledgeable about a special- 
ty and willing to pump dollars 
and effort into the community 
as the Ropers have done. 
Customers will miss the cloth- 
ing store’s' alterations, special 
orders and staff expertise 
• about fabrics and fit, said 
Aslienbrencr, who buys his 
own long-armed shirts a few 
steps down the sidewalk at 
Roper's. 

But the closure doesn’t spell 
doom for downtown, which has 
evolved into a healthy atmos- 
phere for small specialty shops, 
lie said. 

“Rebirth is good,” 
Aslienbrencr said. The Twin 
Falls Roper’s building is a 
good -quality structure, and par- 
titioning it for smaller spaces 
could fill it fast with retailers 
or service providers who are 
experts in narrow fields. 

In Burley, too, Saturday’s 
announcement was a signifi- 
cant one. 

It’s hard telling a fellow mer- 
chant you’ll he closing “and 
watching the color drain out of 
his face,” said Bruce Johnson, 
store manager at Roper’s 
Burley location. The closure is 
one reason less for a shopper to 
even stop in the area, which 
struggles to retain business 
snatched away by bigger cities 
and bigger chains. 

"We’ve worked real well 
together. They’re fine people, 
and I hate to see them leave,” 
said neighboring Mayfair 
Clothing Co.’s owner Boh 
Hamblen, who hadn’t heard 
the news before a reporter’s 
call. The twp competitors have 
always cooperated, referring 
customers to each other. 
Roper’s is a fine store, and 
Burley will miss it, Hamblen 
added. 

The Ropers and their 
employees have been leaders 
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in downtown Burley’s business 
community. 

“They participate in every- 
thing. Roper's has always Ixton 
pretty good to support commu- 
nity things,” said Gary 
Bartlomc, store manager at 
Donnelley Sports, across the 
street from Roper’s. The clo- 
sure will leave a hole for now. 

“I hope somebody will step 
up,” he said, “t hate to see 
them go, we need to have a 
store like that ... some kind of 
an anchor merchant would he 
real good." 

The Roper family’s decision 
reflects societal changes in the 
Magic Valley and elsewhere, 
sait) Kent Just, the Twin Falls 
Area Chamber of Commerce's 
executive. 

“Fin very sorry to see it hap- 
pen, hut this is not totally unex- 
pected that a store of that kind 
would decide that they’re no 
longer finding the kind of cus- 
tomer base they need to stay 
open," Just said. 

Faced with changing compe- 
tition, the Ropers stuck to their 
guns and to a good customer- 
service attitude, he said. Their 
older clientele proha lily stuck 
with them, he added, but 
younger folks aren’t as apt to 
appreciate what the Ropers 
have done for their communi- 
ties in southern Idaho - such as 
the late John Roper’s fund-rais- 
ing for a Twin Falls auditor!- 

“Ropers would he some of 
the last of the true old entre- 
preneurs," Just said. The new 
ones often seek some kind of 
franchise, drawing on a nation- 
al company's appeal rather 
than depending on their own 
ideas to survive. 

. “We as a society are really 
interested in shopping just like 
everyone else does," he said.

Fire kills at least 
54 people in 
South Korea 

INCHON, South Korea (AF) - Fire 
swept through a three-story building 
crowded with weekend diners and 
drinkers in a South Korean port .city 
late Saturday, killing at least S4 peo- 
ple, many of them teen-agers, police 
said. 

At least 71 people were injured i 
the blaze, which authorities suspect 
was started hy electric sparks. Four 
electricians were detained early 
Sunday hy (xilice, who said tlie work urn 
may have started the fire by ignoring 
safety rules while doing renovation 
work. 

'Hie fire swept quickly through' the 
building in Inchon, the country’s third 
largest city, which is located 30 nidus 
west of Seoul on the Yellow Sea. : - ' 
Many victims were helicvedllo 
have suffocated from toxic. smoke. 
Most were trapped inside a second 
fltHir bar and a billiard parlor on the 
third floor, police. said. The victims 
were mainly high school students 
who were out- enjoying themselves 
after school festivals. 

“It was a burning hell," said local 
police chief Park Myong-hwan of. the 
burned-out liar where most of.xhe 
victims were found. “Some were 
moaning in pain. We brought thenjj 
out first and practiced artificial ret# 
pirarion."

Halloween worries began 
with dad’s murder of son 


. HOUSTON (AP) - A quarter- 
century has not erased the stain 
on Halloween left by the “Candy 
Man.” 

Ronald Clark O’Bryan earned 
'his sweet-sounding 
nickname most dis- 
tastefully: He killed 
his 8-ycar-old son with 
cyanide-laced candy 
after .a night of trick- 
or-treating, for 
$20,000 in insurance 
money. 

“It profoundly 
affected the whole 
community, every 
child of trick-or-treat- 
ing age,” said Mike 
Hinton, then a Harris Ronald 
County prosecutor 
who sent O’Bryan to death row. 
"There's no question it had a 
national effect on Halloween.” • 

Before Oct. 31, 1974, the idea 
of carefully examining children's 
Hnllowccn booty might have 
seemed like a paranoid waste of 
time. O'Bryan, a suburban 
Houston optician, shocked the 
city and the nation when it was 
discovered lie replaced some of 
the sugary powder inside five 
Giant Pixy Stix with enough 
cyanide to kill two or three grown 
men cadi. 

Only Timothy Marc O’Bryan 
ate the deadly confection and 
died shortly afterword. Four 
other children, including 
Timothy’s younger sister, 
received the straws' burdid not 
.ingest their contents. 

' “Halloween changed forever 
once word of the slaying spread. 




“It sure brought it into sharp 
focus that the ]>otential is certain- 
ly there," said Mike Ellis, direc- 
tor of the Southeast Texas Poison 
Center.

Loved ones begin to rebury their 
dead after storm unearths coffins 


• PRINCEVILI.E, N.C. (AI*) - 
North Carolina residents are 
end urine ceremonies they never 
thought they would have to go 
through again - the burial of their 
loved ones • again. 

Their coffins are among 224 
that popped from the ground and 
floated away in Hurricane Floyd’s 
flood waters last month. On 
Friday, federal mortuary teams 
began reburying the dead'. 

"When 1 read al>out all the cas- 
kets coming out of the ground. 1 
Slid, ’Not mine,”’ said John Ricks, 
of Dale City, Va. His voice broke, 
he bit his lip and he wiped his 
eyes as he waited Friday with his 
father-in-law for the coffins of his 
wife and 0-ycar-old son, killed in a 
traffic accident 21 years ago to Iks 
put back in the ground. 

"It's a relief nntPut the same 
time it’s like stirring stuff up 
again,” he said, "because I never 
stopped loving them.” 

Hurricane Floyd, packing up to 
' 20 inches of rain, pushed the Tar 
River to record levels last mouth, 
flooding Tarboro and Princeville. 
Floodwatcrs washed over the 
cemeteries, and some coffins in 
shallow graves floated off. 

, While the floodwatcrs were still 
Jiigh, boat crews rounded up the 
caskets and tied them to trees or 
anything else solid. They were 
recovered when tile waters reced- 
ed. More than 200 state and fed- 
eral employees and volunteers 
(hen set to work identifying the 
remains in an emergency morgue 
in a warehouse. 

! Of the 224 recovered caskets, 
<>nly 15 remain unidentified. 

; “We have dealt with floods 
numerous times in this state, hut 
this is tile first time we have dealt 
with anything of this nature," said 
Elaine Wathen, area coordinator 
for the state Emergency 
Management Division, 
i In the warehouse, gray caskets 
4it row upon row, most marked 
frith "PV” and a numlier, denot- 
ing their final destination as 
Princeville, Five specialists with 
the U.S. Public Health Service’s 
Disaster Mortuary Operational 
Response Team try to use such 
things as body markings, jewelry 
and pacemaker serial monitors to 
identify the corpses.

Saturn is only part of a dazzling 
light show takinp, place every 
i dill it for the next two weeks, as it 
chases Jupiter across the night 
sky. Doth planets will appear 
brighter than they have in years, 
while the star cluster known as 
the Pleiades rises to its highest 
point of the year. 

Anil stargazers are loving it. 

“Jupiter is the closest it’s been 
in 12 years, and Saturn is the 
closest it’s been in 22 years," said 
Jack Horkbeirncr, executive 
director of the Miami Space 
Transit Planetarium. Until plan- 
ets are clearly visible to the 
naked eye, he said, but it's better 
to ga/t* ih mui’lt a telescope, or a 
decent pair of binoculars. 

Every year the earth’s orbit 
takes ii directly between Jupiter 
and the sun. Astronomers call 
(hat occurrence “opposition." 
Jupiter reached opposition Oct. 
23 . 

The largest planet takes a 
dozen years to travel around the 
*snn, and this year it is at its clos- 
est point to the sun, or its “peri- 
helion.'' The combination results 
in a bigger. brighter Jupiter, 
Ilnrkhcimur said. 

Saturn will reach opposition on 
Saturday, and although it will net 
closer to the sun in seven years, 
it's now tilted in a way that 
makes it much easier to see the 
planet's famous rings. 

"This is as hrinht as it nets," 
Morklu-iiner said. "Now is the 
time to see Saturn. It hasn’t 
appeared this bright since March 
of 1977."

The second school of thought 
shifts the emphasis from the indi- 
vidual to society. It postulates 
that people cannot he expected to 
stop making bad food choices and 
being couch potatoes while they 
are being seduced by computers, 
television, cars and junky food. 

Psychologist Kelly Urowuell, an 
obesity researcher at Yale 
University, calls our environment 
"toxic.” 

“We have the worst food envi- 
ronment in the world,” he stud. “If 
we don’t change it, I bet every 
penny we’ll have more obesity in 
10 years.” 

Among the proposals: 

* Slap a sin tux on fatty foods, 
with the revenues going to subsi- 
' dire healthy foods anti fitness cen- 
ter, Hrowncli said. \ 

Ditto, says the Center for 
Science in the Public Interest. But 
the tax also should he on TVs and 
cars, and the revenues also should 
he used for a media campaign ’ 
promoting fitness. Center director 
Michael Jacobson also advocates 
a government-sponsored Must- 
Not-See-TV Week, a ban on junk- 
food advertising on children’s 
television, calorie-labeling on fast 
foods, and federal testing of diets 
on the bestseller list. Quack diets 
would get :i stamp of disapproval. 

* Make weight-loss treatment 
involving prescription drugs or 
reputable diet centers tax- 
deductible. just like smoking ces- 
sation programs, says the 
American Obesity Association, 
which has filed a petition with the 
IRS. 

• Mandate daily physical educa- 
tion. which has lieen a casualty of 
school budget cuts and new acad- 
emic requirements, says Art 
Campficld. an obesity researcher

China passes draconian 
law to punish Falun Gong 


-BErjtNGTAP)'-C;i1Hii«TaTuir ' 
Gong an unprecedented threat to 
communist rule, China’s legisla- 
ture paved the way Saturday fur 
leaders of the banned spiritual 
movement to be given lengthy 
prison terms and the death penal- 
’• ty at upcoming trials. 

Nearly unanimous passage of a 
new anti-cult law by the legisla- 
ture’s executive committee inside 
the Great Hall of the People came 
as defiant Falun Gong followers 
. trickled into adjacent Tiananmen 
; Square fora sixth day of peaceful, 

• largely passive protests. 

Embarrassed by the deinonstra- 
’ lions and under orders to quash 
them, police widened their security 
net to capture thousands of Falun 
Gong followers who have slipped 
into Beijing from around the coun- 
try. Uniformed police questioned 
' people on streets, and plainclothes 
officers trained high-powered 
binoculars on the vast square. 

V At least 30 followers were taken 
.away from the square. One woman

ture of prayer after they were 


""placed inside a police imhiluis.’ 

China’s Foreign Ministry tele- 
phoned several foreign news organi- 
zations, warning them not to contact 
Falun Gong members. Security 
agents followed foreign reporters. 
One agent carried a travel ling with 
a hidden camera. Operated by a 
handheld remote control, the cam- . 
era’s motorized film drive audibly 
whirred with every picture taken. 

By tigluening the law on cults, 
the communist government sped 
up the trials of principal members 
already in custody. But the need 
for new measures shows how 
threatened Chinese leaders feel 
by Falun Gong and how undaunt- 
ed its followers remain more than 
three months into a ban on the 
widely popular group. 

In passing the law 11-1-0 with 
two abstentions, senior legislators 
called Falun Gong “unprecedent- 
ed in the 50-year history of the 
People’s Republic in terms of its 
size of organization, influence, 
number of illegal publications as 
well as tbc damages it brought to 
the society,’’ the government’s 
news agency, Xinhua, said. 


DILI, East Timor - With 
Indonesian troops clustered for- 
lornly at the rail, a gray troop- 
transport ship slowly pulled from’ 
the harbor early today, quietly 
ending the 24-year occupation of 
this former Portuguese colony 
' that left thousands dead. 

Their departure from East 
Timor marks the end of a king 
and fruitless struggle by the 
world's most populous Muslim 
mi lion to subdue a small, stub- 
bornly separatist Roman Cath- 
olic province im its eastern 
fringe. 

It was tin ignominious come- 
down for a military force that 
once numbered more than 40, 000 
atul whose word was once law. 

For the past week, as their gar- 
rison dwindled dow'n to the last 
few hundred, Indonesian troops 
looked glumly from behind their 
sandbag fortifications, protected 
by peacekeepers and jeered by 
locals, unable to leave their com- 
pounds even to say a final 
farewell to their military dead.

Idaho Power has 
contingency plans

TWIN FALLS - It’s a little past 
midnight, early Jan. 1, 2000, and 
some inebriated New Year’s live 
partier on the way home runs off 
tlie road and takes out a (lower 
pole. 

The power govs out in nearby 
towns. Doomsayers are certain 
the power outage is the predict- 
ed computer-driven doom at the 
first stroke of Year 2000. Their 
survival gear includes backup 
genorators^vhich when hooked 
to the house and started can feed 
power back into the line - and 
injnre'or kill the repairmen sent 
lo repair the downed pole. 

It’s Idaho Power Co.’s worst 
nightmare. 

T he so-called Y2K bug is not 
likely to turn out the lights in 
southern Idaho or the 14 
. Western states that are hooked 
together in a power grid, Idaho 
Power spokestuan Dennis Dtjiez 
said. 

All the utilities on that grid 
have been getting rcadysGrr the 
potential computer failure that 
some say will come when the 
year rolls from 99 to DO. The com- 
panies, already geared to handle 
contingencies, are prepared to 
handle the contingencies of the 
new year, Iaipcz said. 

They plan to operate with ade- 
quate reserves so that if one or 
more generating systems shut 
down, other sources would pick 
up the shortfall. 

Idaho Power has been working 
on its computer systems for the 
past two years. The only Y2K- 
related hugs so far have been

Small electric co-ops don’t 
face automation problems

MALTA - It’s easy to assume 
southern Idaho’s small electric 
co-operatives are in over their 
heads when dealing with a com- 
ing computer glitch that has the 
world scrambling. 

But that assumption would be 
wrong. 

"In fact, the co-ops we are 
familiar with are very prepared," 
Raft River Electric Co-op office 
manager Holier Carpenter said. 

Raft River, with its 27 employ- 
ees, is prepared, too. The co-op 
has been working toward compli- 
ance for a long time. Carpenter 
said, coordinating its efforts 
through the National Rural Co-op 
Association. 

I le credits his co-op’s success to 
its small inventory of equipment 
to he monitored. In this case, tilt- 
old way of doing things is a good 
way - Raft River never automat- 
ed its grill system. 

"We don’t have the size in our 
customer base to warrant putting 
in the complicated systems," 
Carjx-nter said. 

What automated equipment 


provider and a consultant. Thu 
results have then been passed on 
to the hoard of directors and to 
the NRCA. The co-op hits yet to 
complete its testing in these final 
few months. 

Errors eliminated by changing 
hardware included an accounting 
glitch that would have terminat- 
ed the co-op's hilling, Carpenter 
said.

But the small co-ops don’t total- 
ly control their destinies. 

Any outages resulting from 
automation failures would be 
due to the Bonneville Rower 
Administration.

The BRA appears 
to have all its systems lit check, 
having passed a test simulation 
earlier this year, Carpenter 
said. 

Carpenter could not say how 
much Y2K preparedness has cost 
the co-op over the past two years. 
But the cost has been substantial, 
in cash and in time.

Sorting out the tough topics 

Filer teacher proves she’s got what it takes to equip students for complex choices

FILER - Teen dating in Filer 
has a common denominator: 
Sharon Lutkchus’ human sexual- 
ity class. 

Lutkchus, 53, has taught at the 
middle school for 23 years. 
Principal Gregory Laming says 
she has built trust among local 
parents while teaching their stu- 
dents about hurtian sexuality. 
Many parents htfve shared 
| with him that they try not to let 
their children date anyone who 
lias not been through her class, 
lie said. 

“I truly love teadiing the sexu- 
ality part,” Lutkchus said. “I 
can’t think of anything dial will 
help them more." 

Lutkchus was chosen by The 
Times-News as October’s A+ 
Teacher. 

About four weeks of the 
semester-long eighth-grade 
health class is devoted to human 
sexuality. Students learn about 
reproduction, sexually transmit- 
ted diseases, ramifications of 
being sexually active, responsi- 
bilities of parenting, lessons in 
respecting others, and how to soy 
no to drugs, alcohol and sex 
when pressured. 

“1 think it helped a lot of kids 
understand responsibility and 
consequences," parent Debbie 
Crawford said. 

She attended a parent infor- 
mation meeting, which Lutkchus 
holds each semester at the begin- 
ning of the human sexuality unit. 

' Crawford said she felt comfort- 
able with the presentation and 
liked the way Lutkchus used 
humor to lighten the atmos- 
phere. 

“We were given every oppor-

The class covers sensitive 
issues. Laming said. Date rape 
and its consequences are 
explained in detail. 

“She is able to cover many 
controversial subjects, because 
parents know and trust her," he 
said. "They know that she has no 
'hidden agenda,’ and they realize 
that not all students will remain 
abstinent. Some material will 
need to be covered so that all 
students will receive the infor- 
mation they need.” 

At the parent meeting, which 
Laming also attends, Lutkchus 
outlines for them what will bu 
taught in class and lets them 
decide if they want her to cover 
particularly sensitive informa- 
tion such as birtli control. 
Abstinence fuels the curriculum, 
but a small portion of the materi- 
al discusses forms of contracep- 
tion if parents want it included. 

“In some cases n little informa- 
tion relieves curiosity, and it’s 
correct information,” Lutkchus 
said. 

■Freshman Amy Rackhain, 15, 
took Lutkchus' classes at the 
middle school. Ruckhnm said her 
teacher made science and health 


fun but that she especially liked 
the health class. She said it pro- 
vided useful information about 
issues such as AIDS and includ- 
ed optional take-home assign- 
ments to be done with parents. 

“It kind of brought me and my 
mom closer together," Rackhain 
said. 

Annie Tyree, 15, also a fresh- 
.man, said she was skeptical 
about discussing human sexuali- 
ty in class. 

-i “We thought it was going in be 
really weird,” she said. 

But her teacher cased the ten- 
sion using instnictional games. 

“It made the girls more com- 
fortable around tbu guys and the 
guys more comfortable around 
the girls," site said. 

Lutkchus drives home the 
responsibilities of parenting with 
a mechanical baby. Tile babies - 
which look like dolls - are pro- 
grammed by a computer to cry. 
Students are equipped with a set 
of keys marked "burp," “diaper 
change" or “feeding." They must 
insert the correct key to make 
the baby stop crying. They also 
get a panic key to quiet the baby 
when they just can’t figure out 
what it wants. But the computer 
records that it was used. 


To support the project, 
Lutkchus received money from 
an anonymous donor to buy 
more dolls. They cost about 
$200 apiece. 

One student wrote after a day 
with the baby, “My mechanical 
baby changed my life in more 
ways than one. For example, I 
didn't gel as much sleep because 
it cried all the time." 

Another said, "I don’t like to 
brag, but 1 believe I was a very 
good parent because no matter 
what I was doing 1 always made 
sure that my infant was cared 
for.” The student also wrote he 
hud gained more respect for his 
parents and realized he didn't 
want a baby at 14. 

A focus on lical th doesn’t 
stop at Lutkchus’ classroom 
door. She organized an 
employee wellness program 
for the district that involves 
incentives for employees who 
exercise regularly. She has 
coached volleyball, basket- 
ball, track and bowling over 
tlte years and this year will be 
a district volleyball commis- 
sioner. She has walked in two 
marathons - the 1997 Portland 
race and the 1999 San Diego 


Parental involvement is the key element 


Sharon Link elms figures 
informed parents generally are 
happy parents. That theory is tier 
guide as she teaches human sex- 
uality at Filer Middle School. 

She involved parents,- medical 
workers, clergy and other com- 
munity members in selecting the 
curriculum. Shu* does that whctF 
ever she makes a ittajor change 
in the four-week program. 

Principal Gregory Laming said 
the class is popular among par- 
ents, because they know and 


trust the teacher. 

In a letter to parents introduc- 
ing the unit, Lutkchus explains: 
"Many of rite lessons will have an 
optional homework assignment. ... 
Homework assignments are confi- 
dential nnd will not be read in 
class. This is simply a way to open 
discussions about sexuality with 
your child. It is also a way for you 
to share and reinforce your family 
values and (x-rhaps discover what 
your child is thinking about these ' 
important issues."

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the next two to three months, Nielsen said. “I hope it will tell accountability.” " •; 
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POCATELLO (AP) - Within 
the next two to three months, 
Bannock County residents could 
be seeing black and white clad 
inmates chained together around 
town doing menial labor. 

"Jail is not torture. It’s bore- 
dom,” Bannock County Sheriff 
Lorin Nielsen said. “The program 
will give inmates a chance to pay 
hack the community and get 
some life skills so they don’t 
return. It’s a win-win situation." 

The program, which is being 
assessed by the Bannock County 
Jail’s attorneys, would give regu- 
lar jail inmates who are serving 
up lo a year the opportunity to 
work outside doing menial tasks. 

Federal and state prisoners 
housed in the jail would not be 
eligible for the program. 

TTie eligible inmates would join 
minimum security Sheriff’s and 
Commissioners' Labor Inmate 
Detail worker^ in the community. 
But unlike flie Labor Inmate 
Detail workers, chain gang work- 
ers would be shackled together 
and wearing black and white 
striped clothing. 

“We’re not trying to punish 
them with the attire," Nielsen 
said. “We didn’t want diem to be 
associated with the SCLID team 
who wear the regular clothes." 

Inmates must first volunteer 
for the month-long program 
before they are qualified lo par- 
ticipate. Those in the program 
are tentatively scheduled to do 
maintenance work at Camp 
Taylor, remove graffiti from 
underpasses and clean up the 
police shooting range.

"In pursuit of the state Board 
of Education’s direction, we are 
assessing the state of legal educa- 
tion in Idaho,” University of 
Idaho President Robert Hoover 
jsiiitl Friday. 

Law deans Don Burnett of 


Louisville and Tom Read. of 
South Texas University, ns well 
as former University of Colorado 
.dean Betsy Levin, met with 
Idaho’s legal community 
statewide last week. Burnett is a 
former Idaho Court of Appeals 
judge. 

A report will go to the state 
Board of Education early next 
year. Hoover said. The state 
regents last summer asked him 
to develop a plan, said hoard 
President Harold Davis of Idaho 
Falls. 

Boise State University 
President Charles Ruch and 
Idaho State University President 


Richard Bowen are responsible 
for developing similar plans for 
engineering/technology and med- 
ical education, respectively, he 
said. 

Tlie stale already has a signifi- 
cant investment in the law school 
in Moscow, he said, spending 
nearly S3 million a year there. 

"You just don't .say, 'Hey, we 
are going to make some decision 
to impact that overnight,"' Davis 
said. "It is a strategic plan. It is 
not going to happen in u year or 
two hy any stretch of the imagi- 
nation." • 

Lewiston attorney Charles 
Stroschein said tie walked away 


from Thursday’s meeting sensing 
the three consultants and Neil 
Franklin, acting law dean at 
Idaho, believe the law school 
should he located in Boise. 

"My impression of what he 
said and what the. other three 
said is there isn't enough to keep 
the law school here," said 
Stroschein. president of the 2nd 
Judicial District’s har association.

In 1987, the City of Rocks 
received 46,500 visitors, in 199G, 
t>7,4)04 visitors, and in 1997, 
79,861 visitors. 

I "Every weekend during the 
Summer it’s full and overflow- 
ing,” said City of Rocks 
Superintendent Ned Jackson. 

I The initial project was scaled 
back, Jackson said, after land- 
scape architects deemed a 86- 
Jinij campground, 74 being RV 
Sites, more in keeping with the 
surrounding area. And by the 
Recreation and Public Services 
Act, which recognizes increasing 
public need and authorizes the 
Sale or lease of public land for 
jhc purpose of serving that need, 
governmental agencies have a 
responsibility to do so. 

I “If we have users and nobody 
(sticking up the slock, that’s our 
{uq^em,” said Merl Mews, chief 
efthe development bureau with 


the Idaho Department of Parks 
and Recreation. 

Hutchinson is worried that 
with the government’s "unlimit- 
ed amount of money,’’ coupled 
with its ability to assess lower 
fees than the private citizen, his 
RV park won’t stand an honest 
competitor’s chance. 

"A hundred units is a lot,” 
Hutchinson said. “And it seems 
to me they’re making a state- 
ment that says 'we’re going to be 
the only ones out here.’” 
Hutchinson, who works for a 
construction company in 
Hcyburn, said earning a living 
isn’t easy in Elba, and he wants 
to fashion a new livelihood for 
himself there. 

“I guess you could say I’ve had 
that entrepreneurial spirit in me 
... to work for myself,’’ he said. 

The design for his RV park is 
complete, a fence has been laid, 
trees have been planted and 
$5,000 has been put into water. 
Hutchinson estimates he’ll pour 
$150,000 into the RV park, and 
that includes neither the golf 
course nor tlie pool. 

“I’m putting everything I’ve 
got on this,” Hutchinson said. 

And while the City of Rocks 
awaits the green light from the 
BLM as the environmental 
impacts of a $1.6 million camp- 
ground arc assessed, 
Hutchinson' said he will not be 
passive.

BOISE (AP) - The city’s first 
off-leash dog park, designed to 
reduce tensions between dog 
owners and residents wjio com- 
plained about the animals roam- 
ing without leashes, has opened.

In some cities, similar efforts 
have taken seven to eight years, 
said Linda Watkins, one of tlie 
founders of City D.O.G. The 
Military Reserve park took a lit- 


tle more than three months to get 
off tlie ground. 

Reed Figlcy said he used to 
drive from his home on the 
Bench to Camel’s Back Park so 
his dog could stretch its legs. 

Camel’s Back Park has become 
a haven for dogs playing off- 
leash. much to the parks depart- 
ment's dismay. Because of the 
number of complaints it 
received, the department said it 
was considering banning dogs 
from that park. 

On Oct. 7, police ticketed eight 
dog owners, sending a message 
that the city tu> longer would tol- 
erate off-leash dogs in the park. 

The day before the crack- 
down, the parks department had 
sent two people to Seattle to 
study that city’s seven dog 
parks. It has since decided to 
consider establishing three off- 
leash areas, one at the Reserve 
and two others in new parks that 
are in the works.

Jim Hoffman, a forest protec- 
tion specialist for the National 
Forest, said western gall rust is a 
native fungus that infects ptin- 
derosa and lodgepole pines. 

"Gall rust has a de vast siting 
effect on these trees by infecting 
the branches and sometimes get- 
ting into the main ■ stem," 
Hoffman said. "Over time, stem 
infections cause a deformity 
called a hip canker or a. cat's 


Those deformities are a form 
of plant tumor that are not detri- 
mental unless they get into the 
main stem of the tree. Hut 
Hoffman said they weaken a 
tree's resistance to diseases or 
storms. 

These gal Is- are -points of 


weakness in trees that can cause 
trees to fail," Hoffman said. 
“Sometime in the future, a wind 
storm could cause them to snap 
at the point of infection." 

The fungus can spread to all 
ages of trees, but seedlings and 
saplings are the most susceptible 
because their branches are clos- 
est to the ground where it is 
moist and cool, which is a more 
favorable environment for fungal 
development. 

“Because young seedlings are 
much more susceptible to this 
infection than the older trees, the 
damage is much more apparent,” 
Hoffman said. 

While the fungus disfigures 
and weakens trees, western gall 
rust tends to stay in local areas 
without spreading large dis- 


tances. It is not a major threat to 
tile national forests because 
foresters identified hazard sites 
and do not grow pines in tiiose 


hies.

Idaho tests worst-case 
Y2K failure scenarios 


HOISK (AH) - It is 8:25 a. in. on 
Jan. .1, 2000, and the Idaho State 
Hoi ice office in Coeur d’Alene 
has lost its microwave connection 
that links it to the rest of the 
state. 

It could he a Year 2000 com- 
puter failure, hut nobody knows 
for sure. I low should state offi- 
cials deal with the problem, and 
is it related to the Y2K computer 
glitch? 

The state Department of 
Administration on Friday threw 
that scenario alul nine others at 
the computer and communica- 
tions systems that link state tele- 
phones and computers across 
Idaho. 

"It went very well,” said Rick 
Thompson, head of the depart- 
ment’s Internal Management 
Systems Division. “It gave us a 
chance to go through and really 
test our communications capabil- 
ities.” 

The so-called Y2K problem 
exists because many older com- 
puters and software programs 


recognize only the last two digits 
of the year and could mistakenly 
interpret "00” as 1900. 

State officials fielded a vari- 
ety of scenarios that epuhl hap- 
pen if power disruptions, com- 
munications failures, or com- 
puter glitches zap the state’s 
sprawling information net- 
work. 

But they also were designed to 
test how computers might react 
to more routine problems such as 
a flood-caused power outage, hi 
the case of the Coeur d’Alene 
microwave failure, the glitch was 
eventually “repaired" and state 
troopers in the north were 
brought back into contact with 
Boise. 

State agencies have been 
ordered to prepare plans for all 
manner of problems that could 
occur on New Year’s and the 
next few days of 2000. Most have 
submitted those plans. 
Administration was among the 
first to see if it will work under 
fire.

"From an ecological basis, this 
fungus helps thin strands of 
trees,” I loffman said. 

But he advises landowners to 
cut out visible infections from 
trees to keep the fungus from 
spreading. 

“In the spring, you will see 
some orange spores doming out 
of these swellings as the fungus 
begins to sporulate or repro- 
duce,” Hoffman said, “Cutting 
these infections out of the tree 
breaks the cycle of infection and 
stops the spread of the disease to 
that tree and the surrounding 
trees.”

Opponents of a proposed nuclear 
waste incinerator have taken aim 
at Idaho’s agricultural lifeblood - 
the potato. 

Industry representatives call it 
an irresponsible ploy with no 
basis in fact. 

I Jackson, Wyo. attorney Gerry 

j Spence and other opponents of 
the proposed Idaho National 
j Engineering and Environmental 
Laboratory facility have raised 
the specter that it could render 
Idaho’s potatoes toxic. 

“I can’t imngine, for instance, 

, that the potato industry, which is 
i in Idaho, wouldn’t be concerned 
j about the risk to their industry 
! and come on board with us," 


Jackson resident Bcrte 
Hirschfield said in a recent CNN 
broadcast. 

Some local farmers arc worried 
just the whisper of radioactivity 
could launch a food scare and 
make consumers boycott their 
products. 

Already the site has fielded 
questions from fa Magic Valley 
potato processor and a represen- 
tative from Proctor & Gamble, 
which manufactures Pringles 
potato chips, asking about the 
incinerator's potential effects. 

“We've got to kind of look at 
that. It could hurt us," said Otto 
Holm, who farms potatoes nnd 
grain on 4,000 acres. 

He is not convinced the incin- 


erator will be safe, or worth ’ 
building if it ruins his liveli- 
hood. 

“These people are fanatics. It’s 
sad, but it’s the way they are," lie 
stud. 

The incinerator, which would 
burn the toxic material in the 
nuclear waste so it can go to a 
permanent dump, has been 
reviewed by federal and stnte 
agencies that maintain emissions 
will not pose undue risks. It still 
needs two more permits before 
construction can begin. 

Potato industry representa- 
tives said there is no reason to 
oppose the incinerator without 
uny evidence it will threaten 
crops downwind.

Environmentalists donate land for monument 


ASHLAND, Ore. (A?) - As 
Interior Secretary Bruce Babbitt 
Iffok his firsi link recently at one 
of the most biologically diverse 
landscapes in North America, 
environmentalists gave him the 
deed to a sliver of land they hope 
tyill become the nucleus of a 
national monument. 

“There are no deed restrictions 
yn it,” said Dave Willis, chairman 
Of the Soda Mountain Wilderness 
Council, who presented the deed 
for 75 acres of private land to 
Rabbin. “We trust you to do the 
right thing with it.” 
i Babbitt on Thursday hiked 
with representatives of Jackson ’ 


County, local,cattlg ranchers, 
motorcycle riders, the timber 
industry and environmentalists 
along the Pacific Crest National 
Scenic Trail through the 38,000- 
acre Cascadc/Siskiyou Ecological 
Emphasis Area. 

Managed by the U.S. Bureau of 
Land Management, the junction 
of the Siskiyou Mountains and 
Cascade Range is one of the most 
biologically diverse areas in 
North America. It lias some 100 
species of btltterfly, eight species 
of bat, and a wide range of 
plants, fish and wildlife, said 
BLM scientists Tom Scnsenig and 
Frank Lang. 


Babbitt visited as the BLM 
begins work on an environmental 
impact statement that will deter- 
mine the future of the area. A 
decision is due this spring. 
Options include n national monu- 
ment administered by the 
National Park Service, a national 
conservation area administered 
by BLM, and lesser levels of envi- 
ronmental protection. 


Babbitt said population 
grow tli in the West adds urgency 
to the protection of- its special 
places. 

"Everyone agrees the unique- 
ness of this landscape is beyond 
question.” he said. "This is not a 
decision that will lie coming over 
the transom one fine day. I will 
Kive good, strong signals of what 
is on my mind.”

I'ricke, a professor at the 
University of Michigan, is on the 
vanguard of a new trend' in acade- 
mia: an intense, anthropological 
study uf us. . 

That is, of average, hard-working, 
middle-class Americans. Folks who 
wake up, grtiniblfn/;, to an alarm 
dock each morning., wlio juggle job 
and family, who try to give their 
kids the l>esi. "We're Interested in 
i he uxtniordiitariness of everyday 
life," said Charles Darrah, an 
anthroiMilogist at California State 
1 ini versity at San Jose. 

'Damih focuses on Silicon Valley 
professionals, i'ricke, on rural 
North Dakotans. Oilier unthropolo- i 
gists are examining suburbanites in 
Philadelphia, blacks in New York 
and stressed-out families in 
Atlanta. Using what they call an 
"ethnographic" approach - which 
basically means shadowing their 
subjects at home, at work and at 
play - they watch our humdrum 
lives up close in an effort to figure 
out I low we’re all coping. 

"It’s not exactly that we’re 
voyeurs,” Fricke starts to say. Then 
he thinks about it and backtracks. 

"If we are voyeurs," he amends, 
sounding pretty sure the descrip- 
tion fits. 

Fricke’s work is funded by a $2.8 
million grant from the Alfred I*. 
Sloan Foundation in New York, 
which has set aside $20 million 
over four years for just such prosa- 
ic studies. The foundation has sup- 
ported research centers at the 
University of California, Berkeley, 
the University of Chicago and 
Cornell University, along with 
Fricke’s Center for the 
Filmography of Fiveryday Life. 

"We are in the midst of profound 
changes in society, but jieople are 1 
iioi aware of them liecause we’re 
so caught up in living them," said 
Kathleen Christensen, a Sloan 
Foundation program director. 

"Just as a fish doesn’t understand 
the water, I don’t know that we 
fully understand what day-to-day 
life is like." 

By tailing actual jteoplc through 
typical days, anthni|>ologisis - who 
have traditionally focused on exot- 
ic foreign cultures - hope to help us 
understand ourselves. 

“When I shadow a 3-year-old 
around, on the surface, that 
- wouldn’t seem to Ixt an encapsula- 
tion of_our culture," said Jan 
Fnglisli-Leuck, who works in the 
Silicon Valley. “Hut when that 3- 
year-old turns to his little sister and 
says: Don’t bother me. I’m work- 
ing,’ well, that’s something you 
wouldn’t hear in a small village in 
Suriname. That (illustrates) part of 
American culture: our view of die 
primacy of work." 

Hanging out in this snug little 
town of set amid the broad vis- 
las and lumpy bay bales of western 
North Dakota, Fricke seeks anoth- 
er [terspective on everyday life: the 
view from a rural land that’s swiftly 
emptying out as young people 
leave for better jobs or smoother 


of life in a fading nmd community. 
'Die Silicon Valley anthropologists, 
meanwhile, are working on a text 
of their nwn.'alxnii a very different 
culture - one where parents net- 
work, cell phones at the ready, 
even its they pace die sidelines of 
•heir children’s soccer games. 

Disparate themes, to l>e sure, hut 
widi a common goal: exjxtsing the 
tensions and tradeoffs in everyday 
life diat everyone seems aware of, 
if only in a vague, unsettling sense. 

“Tile feeling that there is a pm!>- 
letn is pervasive. It’s absolutely jier- 
vnsive," said Bradd Shores, an 
andiro|x>logist studying family ritu- 
als in Atlanta. 

"Mtiyl>c the more we know our- 
selves, the more capable we’ll be 
of improving," suggested Kenneth 
Kroi linger, a Richardfon execu- 
tive who has been cooperating 
with Fricke. 

Anthropologists say they work 


hard to get divergent views. But 
they naturally spend the most time 
with tlie friendliest people. 

Fricke, for instance, has been 
hanging out with funnels Cal leu 
and Julie Hoff and their teen-age 
son, Casey. The Hoffs invited 
Fricke to dinner the first time 
they met. Now, they keep urging 
him to stay in their spare bed- 


room. They cheerfully acknowl- 
edge they’re not quite sure just 
what he’s studying. (“The other 
night,” Julie Hoff recounted, “I 
looked at Cal and asked, ‘What 
does an anthropologist do, any- 
wiiy?’ So we got out the World 
B(xik and looked it up.")

TWIN FALLS - Wood River's 
Jason Southward likes his bright 
red cleats, thank you. 

No matter he’s the only one of 
his teammates who wears them, 
or that the Wolverines’ colors are 
green and black.

In fact, at 
times the Bruins looked as if they 
were the team protecting the 
tend. 

“I expected them in the lust 
five minutes to bring everybody 
up, but they were playing short 
balls and keeping it back," said 
Wood River head coach Brian 
Daluiso. “I was really expecting 
them to come after us.” 

Twin Falls coach Vince Gibson 
acknowledged die slower pace in 
overtime.

Y2K computer 
threat affects folks 
in different ways

TWIN FALLS - If New Year's 
Day brings a glitch in the real 
estate industry's Multiple Listing 
Service, Shirley Nelson said, it 
won’t be any great difficulty. She 
and her husband will type their 
listings and fax them to other 
agents. 

"We’ll just go hack 25 years. 
We did it then, we can do it 
today,” said Nelson, owner and 
associate broker at Nelson 
Realty in Twin Falls. 

In those days, each property's 
information was a single page in 
a hook, removed at sale time. 
Price changes were written by 
hand. Nelson did it all without 
computers before, and she could 
do it again. 

"The main thing I worry about 
is my coffee pot. I want to be 
able to wake up and have cof- 
fee," she said.

Spending on 
Y2K boosts 
prosperity 


Ask Jamison Scott how much 
his family’s shcet-metal business 
spent fixing its Y2K computer 
problems and he’ll say $80,000, a 
hefty sum for a company with 15 
employees. 

But Air Handling Systems 
ended up with far more than a 
quick fix for the calendar 
rollover. The Woodbridge, 
Conn., company bought the lat- 
est software for accounting, 
desktop publishing, e-mail and 
Internet access, along with a 
database that ties the front 
officeto the guys in the shop. 

Now, Scott says the maker of 
industrial ducts is using comput- 
er muscle to grow faster. "It was 
Y2K that started this whole 
thing." 

The Air Handling Systems 
work is a snapshot of how 
American business lias tackled 
the Y2K bug. Many experts now 
say the huge sum spent on Y2K 
preparations - $250 billion, by 
one industry group’s estimate - 
is shaping up as a sound invest- 
ment that will make the nation 
even more prosperous. 

Call it the Y2K dividend. It 
amounts to yet another stunning 
surprise for a U.S. economy that 
just won't let troubles stick. 

Conventional wisdom until 
recently held that Y2K spending 
has been a giant drag on the 
nation’s financial well-being. 
Companies have poured 
uncountable sums into an enter- 
prise that put an army of com- 
puter technicians to work, hut 
appeared to create nothing of 
lasting value. 

Sure, die Y2K spending made 
a technology disaster less likely. 
Ignoring the problem was not an 
option. 

But if companies did nothing 
except fix the Y2K bug, the 
spending would do little to make 
them more nimble and efficient. 

And experts agree a nation 
can raise overall wealth only 
when its businesses spend 
money to make themselves more 
and more efficient - although 
that often brings pain to many 
people. 

Now, with days to go before 
the date change, a long-term 
Y2K dividend is coming clear 
not only in the form of better 
computer equipment, but also in 
training and other hard-to-mca- 
sure gains. 

"The fear that business would 
simply just patch their problems 
turned out to be wrong,” said 
Mark M. Zandi, chief economist 
at RFA-Dismal Sciences Inc. in 
West Chester, Pa. “We’re much 
better off for it."

Computers 
aren’t going to have mechanical 
errors if the date isn’t correct, he 
tells businesses. It’s simply a soft- 
ware question: Do your programs 
use a four-digit year? 


“We try to calm people down" 
and check for financial programs 
that use dates to perform calcula- 
tions. he said. 

Tile consulting company iden- 
tifies where businesses tire vul- 
nerable - in inventory tracking, 
for exam] >le - replaces programs/ 
when necessary and helps trans- 
fer data. Most clients tire busi- 
nesses or government agencies 
tl) at have been with Stephenson 
Computer Consulting for a while, 
but the firm has picked up new 
clients wanting Y2K computer 
and software tests, he said. 

The volume of activity - while 
greater than normal - hasn’t yet 
been so tremendous that it 
changed the way tho consulting 
company operates. Before the 
end of the year, Stephenson said, 
lie expects to receive more calls 
from individuals worried about 
home computers. 

For those people, he said, type 
of use should dictate level of con- 
cern. If folks use their computer 
for word processing or golf 
games, Y2K is "not going to 
cause you major distractions, I 
don’t think.”

‘January effect’ will boost retail sales, some predict 


Many in retailing are looking 
forward to a Y2K-rootcd boom - 
not by selling survival gear 
before Jan. 1, but by selling 
hooruy-wo’rc-olive-uml-well 
wares afterward. 

The so-called “January effect” 
holds (hat Americans who hoard- 
ed cash in anticipation of millen- 
nium computer problems ut 
banks will spend it when it 
becomes clear the financial sys- 
tem hasn’t crashed. 

That kind of spending boom 
would be a huge windfall for 
retailers, transforming what is 
typically the slowest shopping 
month of the year into u bonanza. 

In preparation for any run on 
ensh in the days and weeks 
before the ball drops in Times 
Square, the Treasury will print 
an extra $50 billion for domestic 
use and S20 billion to handle 
demand overseas. That is in addi- 
tion to the $150 billion the 
Federal Reserve regularly holds 
in reserve. 

“Our feeling is that once that 
high-powered money goes into 
circulation, it's not going to go 
back in the bank, it’s going to get 
spent,” said Carl Steidtmann, the 
chief retail economist for

At the least, some say, 
Y2K could cause a spending shift, 
as some people stock up on food 
and gear in December and then 
cut spending back in January, 
either because they have enough 
staple supplies or because they’ve 
already spent their discretionary 
money. 

Still others predict a post-holi- 
day sales slowdown as those who 
are worried about Y2K hunker 
down - and stay down, even after 
the sun rises on Jan. 1, afraid to 
use their credit cards, which could 
offset any cash spending gains. 

“I think people arc pretty cau- 
tious with their money,” said 
Stephanie Shcrn, global vice 
chairwoman of retail and con- 
sumer products for mcga-c6hsul- 
tant Earnst & Young. "They 
might think that their number 


will be used or they might get a 
lot of errors as a result of what 
they do so they might tend not to 
buy." 

As it is, shopping patterns have 
already shifted January sales, 
which used to be slow as activity 
focused on late Christmas returns 
and inventory close-outs. The 
month has morphed over the past 
few years into a solid selling 
month, as value-driven con- 
sumers delay purchases until the 
after-season sales begin ami 
increasing numbers of gift-certifi- 
cate recipients swell the purchas- 
ing ranks with their own, added 
dollars. 

Last January, for the first time, 
many retailers actually made 
money, analysts said. Successful 
retailers planned for a later sea- 
son, noted analysts at Salomon 
Smith Barney, controlling fourth- 
quarter inventories to reduce 
markdowns, keeping the selling 
floor fresh and offering plenty of 
seasonable goods after the holi- 
day season ended. 

Even some of those who antici- 
pate a January effect, however, 
wony that some retailers expect- 
ing a replay of last year will fail 
to fully take advantage of it J»y 
keeping inventory too low or 
marking down too much.

■ Stocks head 
higher again 

NEW YORK (AP) - Can we 
breathe now? 

The stock market wrapped up 
the notoriously treacherous 
month of October with a solid 
rally that heartened analysts with 
its breadth and depth. After rising 
259.61 points this week, on top of 
last week's 450-point surge, it's 
hard to remember that the Dow 
briefly tumbled below 10,000 at 
midmonth and that some analysts 
were predicting the end of (he 
bull market. 

“Crow is probably a popular 
menu item for several bearish 
market observers out there," said 
Brian G. Bclski, chief investment 
strategist at George K. Baum & 
Co. in Kansas City, Mo. 

In the past week, investors 
bought stocks following a wave of 
encouraging news about the econ- 
omy. On Thursday, the Commerce 
Department said the nation's 
gross domestic product revived 
over the summer after a sluggish 
spring, putting the economy on 
pace for 4.8 percent annual 
growth. 

That's a stronger expansion 
than many economists had 
expected. On any otlicr day, the 
report might have prompted a 
scUoff in stocks, fueling fears that 
the Federal Reserve will raise 
interest rates again this year to 
slow growth to a sustnimthlc level. 

But on Thursday, investors 
brushed off the strong GDP figure 
in favor of a more benign report 
on employment costs. The Labor 
Department said its Employ men l 
Cost Index, considered the best 
measure of changes in wages and 
benefit costs, rose 0.8 percent ill . 


the third quarter. That was less 
than many economists were fore- 
casting. 

And it proved to be all the mar- 
ket needed. Slocks soared, with 
the Dow gaining n total of 334.97 
points Thursday and Friday. The 
Nasdaq rose 163.91 points, closing 
at a new record of 2,966.43 on 
Friday. Bond prices improved, 
too, providing additional support 
for the equity marker. 

Tile employment cost report 
doesn't mean the Fed- will leave 
rates unchanged when its Open 
Market Committee meets on Nov. 
16. But analysts say it reassured 
investors that if the Fed docs 
raise rates, the increase will be 
the last for a while. ' 

“Fear. of higher interest rates 
had reached an extreme," said 
Alfred E. Goldman, chief market 
strategist at A.G. Edwards & Sons 
Inc. in St. Louis. "We think that’s 
over." 

Fed Chairman Alan Greenspan 
somewhat unwittingly spurred 
Friday’s market gains. In a char- 
acteristically cautious speech 
Thursday night, Greenspan said 
continuing advances in producin'- 
ity have spurred the economy's 
growth while keeping inflation 
under wraps. Yei he questioned 
how long the gains can continue. 


"The rate of growth of produc- 
tivity cannot continue to increase 
indefinitely," he said. "At some- 
point it must, at least, plateau." 

Bui Greenspan also suggested 
tliat the central bank’s two inter- 
est rate hikes this year seem to be 
keeping inflation under control. 
Without any blatant hints of 
another rate increase, investors 
rejoiced anew. 

Economic news aside, analysts 
were encouraged by several signs 
that the market’s overall health is 
improving. For example, there 
was a sign of conviction in the 
rally at week's end, with trading 
exceptionally heavy both 
Thursday and Friday. 

Analysts were equally encour- 
aged that the market’s rise was 
broad-based. 

In recent months, even ns mar- 
ket averages worked their way to 
new records, most stocks faltered. 
That troubled analysts who use 
breadth - a ratio of stocks that 
advance to those iluit decline - as 
a key barometer of market 
strength. 

But (his Thursday and Friday, 
advancers easily outnumbered 
decliners, suggesting that the 
rally wasn't restricted to the 
biggest, hottest technology com- 
panies.

investor Ted Szyszka Jr. is 
moving in the same direction;

"When I look at mutual fund 
performance versus individual 
stocks and their performance, I 
want to share in the individual 
stock performance, which seems 
higher,” said Szyszka, a 27-year- 
old civil engineer who lives on 
the Southwest Side and who, like 
Arenkill, was interviewed at the 
Charles Schwab office on North 
Michigan Avenue in Chicago. 

Indeed, it seems the jvild popu- 
larity of mutual funds is moderat- 
ing as individual investors feel 
increasingly confident in their 
ability to pick individual stocks. 

“It looks as if a quarter to a 
third of the money that had been 
going into mutual funds is going 
directly into stocks - and the bulk 
of tliat is into online investments," 
said Charles Bidermai), president 
of TrimTabs.com, a Santa Rosa. 
Calif. -based liquidity-research 
firm.

His company estimates inflows 
into equity mutual funds will 
total $84.7 billion in the first six 
months of the year, down 32 per- 
cent from 5124.6 billion in the 
year-earlier period. 

Other anecdotal evidence also 
suggests individual investors are 
shifting toward individual equi- 
ties. 

The lech-heavy Nasdaq stock 
market reports swelling trading 
volume and attributes much of 
the growth to individual investors 
trading online. Average daily vol- 
ume is more than 1 billion shares, 
iqi from 660 million in 1997. 

And megahrnker Charles 
Schwab reports a shift toward 
individual stock investment 
among its 6.1 million clients. 

"» the first quarter, its cus- 
tomers had 41.7 percent of their 
assets at Schwab in mutual funds, 
down from 45.3 percent in 1997. 
And they had 50.2 percent in 
individual equities, up from 44.8 
percent in 1997. 


“There is movement, but it is 
modest," said Greg Gable, a 
spokesman for Sail l-TunciM'ii- 
based Schwab. "It is due in pan 
to increasing interest in online 
trading and it is also a reflect ion 
of the narrowness of the hull mar- 
kel.... A lot of investors are M-cing 
a narrow hand of stocks doing 
well and figure they could just 
buy those." 

Whether the apparent shift 
toward individual issues signals a 
sea change in America's invest- 
ing habits is difficult to gauge. A 
lot will depend on whether mar- 
ket strength broadens to encom- 
pass more than tile biggest I'.S. 
growth stocks, observers say. 

"If it broadens significantly 
and over a longer period of tittle, 
people will see the real value ui 
mutual funds, which is diversiti- 
cation and professional manage- 
ment," Gable said. 

If Internet mania fizzles, that 
too could send some burned 
investors back to mutual funds. 
Biderman said. 

"I don't see an end of the 
(mutual fund) heyday," said 
Reuben Brewer, manager ol 
mutual fund research for Value- 
Line Inc. in New York. "There 
are way too many people plan- 
ning for retirement." 

indeed, some investors who 
have shifted toward imlivitlu.il 
stocks in recent years can see the 
day when they would shift hack 
toward mutual funds. 

"If finally I really don’t want to 
devote the time to watching 
slocks that closely, then I'll 
switch to following fund man- 
agers," said investor Doug 
Vocgtic, 47, a freelance writer 
who lives in Schaumburg. 111., and 
was interviewed at the Schwab 
office. ”1 do not want to got to the 
point where my nose is in The 
Wall Street Journal and I’m not 
playing catch with my kids."

Now it is a waiting game' 
Nelson anticipates no problems 
on her end, hut she wonders 
ubout the Internet provider, 
mortgage brokers, banks and 
Realtors’ association that handle 
the real estate company's trans- 
actions. But she’s pretty confi- 
dent, she said, that even if some- 
thing goes wrong, enough people- 
still remember bow the industry 
used to do things. 

She wonders, too, about the 
office’s fancy phones. 

“1 may have tin cans with a 
wire down the street, or a brand 
new phone system,” Nelson said. 

Help for the asking 

Answers about Y2K arc avail- 


able, but not many folks are ask- 
ing, said Joe Herring, executive 
director at Region IV 
Development. 

The agency - at 732-5727 - 
offers free, comprehensive infor- 
mation and computer disks for 
identifying and diagnosing Y2K 
problems, Herring said. The 
materials give suggestions on 
fixes, some accomplishable by 
the user and some requiring a 
technician. 

"Some, you got to replace hard- 
ware," he added. 

But Region IV hasn't seen 
much interest in the free materi- 
als, and no small businesses has . 
come to the agency specifically to - 
address Y2K problems or financ- 
ing.

The Y2K ling resulted from 
computer systems using two-digit 
.codes to represent years. So, 
when 1999 morphs to 2000, sys- 
tems with the bug may read "00" 
and think it's 1900, and shut 
down. To fix it, companies need- 
ed to sort through endless lines of 
computer code - or replace whole 
systems. 

Early on, many pessimists fore- 
saw doomsday-style chaos result- 
ing from failed computers on Jan. 
1 and beyond. The few still pre- 
dicting a Y2K-induced recession 
are distinctly in the minority. 

But the fears they helped cre- 
' ate - coming at a time of record 
profits - jolted companies to 
- spend heavily, thus making the 
doomsday scenario less likely to 
; come true, Zuttdi and others said. 

Air Handling Systems could 
have spent a modest $10,000 
upgrading its old computers back 


in 1996, Scott said, but chose 
instead to risk a more compre- 
hensive approach. 

The tiny company was not 
alone. Hartford, Conn. -based 
United Technologies Corp., for 
example, said its $250 million in 
Y2K spending was part of its rou- 
tine computer upgrades. 

“When you're forced to go 
back and look at all your systems, 
you do get unexpected benefits," 
said UTC spokesman Peter 
Dalpe. 

Bell Atlantic expects to spend 
S-177 million preparing for Y2K, 
with much of that sum going for 
equipment for routing calls that 
will handle more traffic. 

As companies file upbeat dead- 
line reports, even some pes- 
simists ore rethinking Y2K costs. 

“I’ve moved to neutral,” said 
Bosworth M. Todd, a Louisville, 
Ky., analyst and financial adviser 
who has written about the high 
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Nationwide, the picture is 
much the same. 

The federal government has 
earmarked up to $500 million to 
help inoculate small businesses 
from the so-called millennium 
bug. But by earlier this month, 
the U.S. Small Business 
Administration had made only 58 
Y2K loans totaling $4.6 million - 
less than 1 percent of the maxi- 
mum lending pool. 

"SIIA has been really interest- 
ed to take care of the situa- 
tion,” said Russ Butler, a loan 
officer in the agency’s Boise 
office. But to the best of his 
knowledge, no Y2K Action lias 
been approved anywhere ill 
Idaho, he said Friday. 

The program gives a higher- 


percentage guarantee than other- 
wise available through the SIIA, 
Butler added. The idea is (hat a 
larger guarantee gives a bank 
more motivation - and less risk - 
to make the loan. 

Though it’s the end of 
Octolier, the help available from 
a variety of sources hasn’t run 
out.

Nelson’s attitude might help 
explain the lack of takers for 
agencies’ Y2Khctp.

The Society for Information 
Management, which represents 
3,000 computer-related compa- 
nies. said last month that Y2K 
spending climbed to 48 percent 
of all information systems outlays 
in 1999. That could place world- 
wide costs above $1 trillion, and 
U.S. costs in the ballpark of $250 
billion. 

Another estimate, by Standard 
& Poor's DRI in Lexington, Mass., 
sets total U.S. business spending 
at S1G0 billion. 

By comparison, Americans 
spent a total of S255 billion in 
restaurants and cafeterias last 
year. 

The Y2K effort hits created a 
lot of jobs, of course, and will 


enrich many overtime workers 
over New Year's weekend. That's 
good for the workers, but not nec- 
essarily good for tiie economy. 
The real question is, what are all 
those people doing to create last- 
ing value? 

"We've seen a lot more com- 
munication between the informa- 
tion technology people and their 
customers. We’ve seen some skill 
improvements," said I.eon A. 
Kappehnan, co-chairman of the 
Society for Information 
Management's Y2K working 
group and a professor at the 
University of North Texas. 

Susan Coleman, a finance pro- 
fessor at the University of 
Hartford, compared Y2K work to 
defense spending - it has built’ up 
an industry that can now spin off 
all sorts of other products and 


services. 

Ultimately, the value will 
'depend on how well companies 
use the Y2K bug repairs to learn 
better ways of solving future 
technology problems, said Kazim 
Isfahani. a Y2K analyst for the 
Cambridge, Mass., technology 


consulting firm Giga Information 
Group. 

“We’ll find out about how orga- 
nizations tire going to respond to 
this knowledge after 2000,” 
Isfahan! said. "You’ll begin to see 
the productivity gains at that 
point.’’ 
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Crapo pledges agricultural focus in WTO talks 


SHOSf IONIC - Gearing up for 
tile opening session of the first 
round of negotiations of the 
World Trade Organization has 
been a whirl wind affair for Sen. 
Mike Crapo (R-Idaho). A member 
of the U.S. delegation that will be 
a It end i tif: the Seattle talks a 
month from now, Crapo has taken 
his prep work seriously, holding 
.1-1 meetings across Idaho in the 
past month. 

His objective? 

To find out what Idaho agricul- 
ture wants out of the internation- 
al trade talks. 

The first -term senator, howev- 
• er, is no stranger to negotiating 
for agriculture - serving previous- 
ly as a U.S. Representative - and 
has his own ideas about what's 
good for Idaho fanners and where 
U.S. agriculture belongs in the 
trade-talks lineup. 

"We will not stand for Idaho to 
he the caboose any longer," he 
said in an electronic interactive 
town hall meeting televised 
Wednesday evening. 

While some of the problems 
facing agriculture can be blamed 
on such things as Mother Nature 
or overproduction, “a number of 
them result from unfair, ineffec- 
tive and poorly developed U.S. 
international trade policies," 
Crapo said. 

"I have heard from countless 
farmers throughout Idaho and the 
nation that there is no higher pri- 
ority for farmers than assuring 
' that we protect our producers 
against predatory market and 
price distorting conduct of foreign 
nations and open foreign markets 
,to our products," he said. 

Crapo said atiii-cmnpetitive 
practices are causing artificial 
shutdowns in foreign markets and 
supply excesses and subset] (lent 

United States. Weighty export 
subsidies in other countries are 
encouraging imports into the 
United States while hefty tariffs 
on U.S. products are shut! in;; 
down markets to U.S. producers 
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in those same countries. 

Those trade imbalances are 
"helping them get their product 
out while stopping us from get- 
ting ours in," the senator said. 

Crapo's director of agriculture, 
Don Dixon, who has let! (he senti- 
ment-seeking campaign across 
the state, said the real outcry is 
"for our government to hack up 
production agriculture in the 
U.S." Dixon said farmers’ con- 
cerns are couched in crisis mode. J 
Tlie immediate fear is that they 
won't he in business next year. 
Tlte long-term fear is that agricul- 
ture is not attracting new blood, 
lie said. 

Beet -growers harvest 
record sugar content 

The 1999 sugar beet Season just 
might set records for sugar con- 
tent, said Amalgamated's Mini- 
Cassia District Ag Manager John 
Schorr. Three weeks into the reg- 


ular beet 'harvest has tare lab 
tests for sugar content coming in 
at over 17.5 percent from Twin 
Falls to l’ocatello. That is up from 
t'JDH's average of 15.8 percent for 
the same time period. 

Twin Falls Ag Manager Leonard 
Kerbs said he has one grower 
■ whose I loots have actually tested at 
a whopping 18.99 percent. 
Advanced knowledge in nitrogen 
application, alotig with ideal weath- 
er conditions of warm days and cool 
nights during the late growing sea- 
son, contributed to this year's high 
sugar content, Kerbs said. 

“We’re thinking and imping our 
m ember growers are using the 
nitrogen rates our field staff is 
recommending,” lie said. That 
means during the past few years 
research has indicated that less, 
rather than more, nitrogen 
encourages high sugar content. 

The high sugar content has 
mills ru lining at maximum effi- 
ciency, Schorr said. 


Females enter field in increasing numbers 


. Knight Riddot Nows Sorvlco 

• Women are taking to the fields, 
bams, laboratories and agricultur- 
al executive offices in ever-grow- 
ing numbers. 

Consider: 

• At the University of Kentucky, 
67 percent of animal-science 
majors are women, up 29 percent 
in the past decade. Almost half of 
;al] agriculture students there are 
; women - up dramatically over the 
past 10 years, and double the per- 
centage of 25 years ago. 

> • At the University of 
California at Davis, a whopping 76 
percent of veterinary students are 
women, and it’s been that way for 
the |iast 10 years. Hack in the ‘60s, 
one had to squint hard to find a 
woman in photos of the graduat- 
ing class. 

; "Nationally, and even in 
Kentucky, farmers as a group are 
declining in mini hers hut women 
farmers are increasing," said 
.Karen Armstrong-Cuinmings, who 
; helps farmers develop alternative 
; crops to tobacco for the 
-Commodities Growers 

Cooperative, an affiliate of the 
Hurley Growers Cooperative in 
lxndngton. 

It's hard to pinpoint what is 
behind tlte trend. Hut clearly, 
opportunities arise as old harriers 
and biases fall. 

"If you ask 10 different people 
why it is happening you will hear 
10 different answers,” said 
Roberta Dwyer, a veterinarian at 


UK's Gluck Ft] nine Research 
Center. "Some say it is because 
men found higher-paying jobs in 
com [)u ter science and- they went 
that way. Hut I don't believe that. 
There were always better-paving 
jobs hack in the 1 ‘J.IOs when 
Janies Ilerriot was around. If your 
calling is veterinary science, you'd 
be bored to death working with 
computers. 

"I think it really has to do with 
acceptance in the workplace. 
I wen in the 1980s. I had a profes- 
sor who refused to call on me in 
class. Witli affirmative action, sev- 
eral dtHirs have come o|x.-n." 

Aritistt'ong-Cmnmings sees one 
of the characteristics that distin- 
guishes female fanners: They tend 
to he innovators. 

"Most of the folks doing niche 
marketing and diversification pro- 
jects are women," she said, "liven 
when I talk to a male farmer 
about a new' crop, hv ;ind large he 
says. My wife started this.' " 

Women have a long way to go to 
wrest control of agriculture from 
men, however. In 1997, women 
fanned 47 million acres of the 
United States while men con- 
trolled 884 million. Hut in the pre- 
vious five years, men stopped 
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farming 16 million acres and 
women gained control over 3 mil- 
lion. .■ 

In the same five years, the mini- 
t>cr of women fanning jumped by 
20, (XX) to 165,000, while the num- 
ber of men dropped 40,000 to 1.74 
million. 

Statistics about female farmers 
tend to be skewed low, said 
Bonnie Tanner, the assistant 
director for family and consumer 
science with the UK Cooperative 
Ext elision Service. If a woman 
operates a fann hut owns it with 
her husband, he is recorded as the 
fanner in most censuses - even if 
he spends his days in an office 
job. 

Several states (but not 
Kentucky) also have laws that 
require fanns to lie passed on to 
children rather than the wife if a 
man dies without a will, Tanner 
said. Tlie widows sometimes wind 
up farming - but the land is not 
theirs. 

A USDA study found that 20 
percent of all fanners did not have 
wills and had not incorporated 
their businesses. ’"Hi at has n big 


impact," Tanner said. 

Before she came to Kentucky in 
November, Timner worked for the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture . 
And she wrote a book about 
female farmers and their entre- 
preneurial knack. 

"If women want to stay on the . 
farm, they have to look at value- 
added and niche marketing," she 
said. "It's very hard to create a 
product that consumers are will-, 
iiig to pay for. You cannot produce 
enough income from a small dairy 
herd by selling milk to a co-op. But 
if you use that milk to make high- 
end cheeses, there are consumers 
who will pay for that." 

Many of the 7,000 women who 
operate farms in Kentucky do just 
that kind of tiling. A Henderson 
woman exports popcorn all over 
the world. In Robertson County, 
tin ot tier makes herb soaps that 
sell for $5 a bar. In Stamping 
Ground, 70-year-old Janet Jenkins 
has expanded on a family tradi- 
tion of organic gardening to devel- 
op her own small retail niche at 
farmers markets and other out- 
lets. 
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"We’ve lutd some record days at 
the mills with no slow down,” he 
said. "We’re slicing at record levels." 

As' far as tonnage goes, this* 
year is still above average at 
between 23 and 25 tons per acre, 
Kerbs said. That compares to last 
year’s average of 26 tons per acre. 

Eighty to 90 percent of the crop 
in the Twin Falls and Mini-Cassia 
districts is expected to be out of 
the ground by Oct. 30.

Department of Agriculture repre- 
sentatives to attend the town hall 
meeting. • 

The common outcry was of 
"raw sewage smell” coming from 
the dairy at certain times of day, 
particularly 7:30-8 u.m. iuul 
around 2 a.m. 

A solution seems to he what 
everyone is looking for in 
Hollister, including the owner of 
the dairy, John Rcitsma, who was 
unable to attend the meeting 
Monday. Reitsinn did, however, 
have Enz-A-Hnc representative, 
Jim Etherington attend on his 
behalf to help explain what he is 
doing to resolve the problem. Enz- 
A-Bac is Reitsmn’s waste water 
consultant oil the new dairy. 

"Enz-A-Bac assures me that we 
■can get rid of the smell," Rcitsma 
said Tuesday morning in a tele- 
phone interview. "We want to get 
to the bottom of tlie problem. I’m 
doing all I can to do something 
about it.” 

According to Etherington, 
sometimes a lagoon can revert 
from aerobic (with oxygen) to an 
anaerobic (without oxygen) situa- 
tion, and at that point basically is 
when the smell goes from “cow 
smell" to the complained about 
“sewage smell." 

New state conservationist 
wants to work together 

TWIN FALLS - Making causer- 


vaiiou programs work for fanners 
instead of farmers working for 
tlie programs is Rich Sims’ pas- 
sion. 

The new state conservationist 
for the USDA-Natural Resources 
Conservation Service was in Twin 
Falls last week to share his vision 
for conservation partnership with 
representatives from the 11 con- 
servation districts in tlie Magic 
Valley. . ' 

“It's essential we work togeth- 
er. We can’t do it as a stand alone 
agency," he said, 

Making programs like the 
Environmental Quality Incentive 
Program work for farmers starts 
with whole farm conservation 
planning, Sims believes. Rather 
than trying to fit an operation into . 
a program’s guidelines, Sims 
thinks farmers and conservation 
planners should loo k at the farm 
as a whole then determine what 
programs are available that can 
•meet that farm’s resource needs. . 

That’s how conservation plan- 
ning -was done when Sims first 
began his career with the NRCS 
ill 1980 as a 

soil scientist in Illinois. But tin- 
farm hill of 1985, .with its 
Sodhuster and Swiimpbusier pro- 
visions, changed the agency’s 
focus. Going hack to the whole 
farm concept sounds easier to do 
than Sitnsjcnows it will be. 
Budget shortfalls the last few 
years within Idaho has meant 
jmsitioiis have-not been filled and 
equipment has not been updated. 
But, Sims is optimistic. The agri- 
cultural appropriations hill 
passed by Congress includes level 
funding for tlie NRCS within 
Idaho. . 

Another of Sims’ passions is the 
Resource Conservation 

Development program witli in 
NRCS. _ 

"'Hits is a fantastic organization 
of people that can go out and fil- 
ler and do good with a little seed 
money,", lie said. "This opens up 
an avenue to n rnl and urban peo- 
ple that’s really 'untapped."

We’ve recently had a prob- 
lem with a few of our girls “huff- 
ing" (inhaling) cleaning chemi- 
cals. We’ve had several d i setts- 
sions with the girls, separately 
and in groups, ahout the dangers 
of drugs and alcohol. Although 
die girls repeat our svarnings to 
us and appear to understand, I 
doubt that they fully understand 
how dangerous it is. I overheard 
one girl say, “Plenty of movie 
stars do it." 

I remember a column in which 
you once primed a list of celebri- 
ties who had died from alcohol or 
drug-related incidents. If you 
would reprint it, I would he most 
appreciative.

DEAR CONCERNED COUN- 
SELOR: Although I have listed 
the names of celebrities who died 
because of tobacco, I haven't pre- 
viously published a list of celebri- 
ties whose deaths were sub- 
stance-abuse related. However, 
the Center for Substance Abuse 


Prevention was able to provide 
me wit it one. The amount of God- 
given talent lost because of sub- 
stance abuse is tragic:

Dattdridge, Miles Davis, Jerry 
Garcia, Judy Garland, Andy

I was shocked to learn that 
inhalant abuse is the fourth most 
common form of substance abuse 
among high school students, 


recognize the smell of death 


behind alcohol, tobacco and mari- 
juana. While nine out of 10 par- 
ents refuse to believe their chil- 
dren would take such a foolish 
risk, a 1997 national household 
survey on drug abuse revealed 
that almost as many eighth- 
graders have abused inhalants 
(21 percent) as have used mari- 
juana (22.6 percent). 

Among tltc common products 
oil tile market with the potential 
for being abased: glues, nail pol- 
ish remover, paint products, cor- 
rection fluid, hair spray, gasoline, 
room deodorizers, markers, 
Freon, lighter fluid, gases (heli- 
um, butane, propane), computer 
sprays, cleaning agents and fire 
extinguishers. The effects of 
inhalant abuse include intoxica- 


tion, short-term memory loss, 
hearing loss, limb spasms, bone 
marrow damage, liver and kidney 
damage, permanent brain dam- 
age and death. 

Iaist August, a reader named 
Michael Richardson sent me a 
copy of a letter about “huffing" 
he had sent to his local newspa- 
per. In part, it read: 

“When I was younger, 20 years 
ago, three schoolmates got a kick 
from sniffing Pam, the nonstick 
food stuff. They are dead because 
of it. 1 understand that Pam and 
Scotchguard are popular today. 

“Many people do not realize 
that the solvents they get a buzz 
from are only carriers of the 
product in a spray can. The sol- 
vents help distribute the product 


uniformly on their intended sur- 
face. 

“Pam uses oil to ’seal’ and pre- 
vent food from bonding to tile 
surface of a hot frying pan; 
Scotchguard is a fluorocarbon 
compound used to 'seal' din from' 
cloth; paint uses pigments and 
binders to ’seal’ out the environ- 
ment, preventing deterioration 
and ntst. 

“When these materials are con- 
centrated into tlte human lungs 
they also ’seal’ out the transfer of 
oxygen to the body. So while 
you’re getting a buzz from the 
carrier solvent, you’re also 
drowning from lack of oxygen. 
There is nothing anyone can do to 
help you; you’re as good as dead, 
and that’s it.”

I didn’t cry when I learned 
that I w:is tiie parent of a men- 
tally handicapped child. I just 
sat still and didn’t say anything 
while my husband and I were 
informed that 2-year old Kristi 
was - as we suspected - retard- 
ed. 

“Go ahead and cry,” the doc- 
tor advised kindly. “Helps pre- 
vent serious emotional difficul- 
ties." 

Serious difficulties notwith- 
standing, I couldn't cry then, nor 
could I during the months that 
followed. 

When Kristi was old enough to 
attend school, we enrolled her in 
our neighborhood kindergarten 
at age 7. 

It would have been comforting 
to cry that day I left her in that 
room full of self-assured, eager 
and alert 5-yea r-olils, Kristi had 
spent hours upon hours playing 
by herself, but this moment - ' 
when site was the different child 
among 20 - iwij probably the 
loneliest she had ever known. 

However, at school, positive 
tilings began to happen to Kristi 
- and to tier schoolmates. When 
boasting of their own accom- 
plishments. Kristi’s classmate’s 
always took pains to praise her 
as well: “Kristi got all her 
spelling words right today." No 
one bothered to add that tier 
spelling list was easier then any- 
one elsc’s. 

During Kristi’s second year in 
school, she faced a very traumat- 
ic experience.

Peer pressure: What if Adam 
hadn't Riven in to Eve’s urgings 
about the apple? Advertisers want 
ns to believe that we must have 
iheir product to he “in with the in 
crowd." What causes us to choose 
between two apparently equal 
options? 

When we hear the words “peer 
• , pressure," we often think about 
school age children. At a very 
young age, children must decide 
whether or nor to eat dirt or touch 
the frog because all the others 
arc. As teens, they have difficult 
decisions to make about college, 
alcohol, drugs and sexual activity. 
Those who engage in a particular 
activity have a vested interest in 
getting others to participate to 
confirm their own behavior. That 
is peer pressure. 

Does it really stop when we get 
out of school as many of us 
believe? 

Hardly. It. actually intensifies. 
And. often, since we haven’t 
thought much about it, it can 
catch ns off guard. People might 
call it by other names, -but it 
: remains peer pressure. Let's look 

j at several areas of our lives where 
| we might make choices based on 
| “what others might think.” 

i * Friends and spouses. “They 
come from the wrong side of the 
tracks." That’s a euphemistic way 
i of saying someone isn’t good 
j enough for a particular person. 

| Thev don’t come from the right 
I family. We might hope or dream 
j that we choose the people we love 
amt associate with based on worth 
and affection. However, is that 
| always true? Ever heard, "She 
married down"? 

1 • • Career. Our society reveres 

; some occupations and ignores or 

' disrespects others. Members with- 

in the groups considered "the 
upper crust" often associate in 
1 cliques. They discourage interac- 
tion by members outside the 
norm, or including others who 
don’t fit their definition of status. 

* Finances, "Keeping up with 
the Joneses" is a familiar saying. 

; It refers to making sure we have 
I the latest of everything. It implies 
I that without owning all the avail- 
I: able trappings, we might fall 

| behind. Have you ever stopped to 



think, “Fall behind what?" 
Advertisers, through their study 
of psychology and talent with 
words, convince us of die need for 
their client’s products. Do we real- 
ly need every gizmo and gadget? 

Another facet of peer pressure 
and finances deals with one’s 
choice of lifestyle. Many people 
spend well Ixiyond their means to 
give the appearance of success. 
They become slaves to credit card 
interest and their excessive rates. 
Isn’t it better to live in a smaller 
home, to drive a car you can easily 
afford, to dress well but within 
reason, and have a healthy sav- 
ings account than it is to have a 
lifestyle built on excessive debt? 

The question becomes, “Must 
we conform to l>e successful or to 
live 1 life on our terms?” The 
answer is both yes and no, Yes, if 
you want to have the same life as 
the group you aspire to be in. No, 
if you willingly pay the price for 
non conformity. 

To he in the group is to stick to 
the hierarchy and rules, implicit 
and explicit, for monilxirship. This 
often involves hypocrisy. Go your 
own way and face banishment 
from the inner circle and exclu- 
sion from many social circles 
because you don’t conform. 

How we define and deal with 
peer pressure in its many forms is 
a personal choice. I often remem- 
ber the words of Robert Frost as I 
reevaluate the choice I’ve made.

The prob- 
lem is not with any one activity, 
hut with the spate of them. (And 
I consider more than one activity 
per child at any given tilne a 
“spate.”) 

The more a family’s time is 
taken up with extracurricular 
activities, the more the “class- 
room of the family" shrinks, and 
the more stress the family must 
absorb. 


It is within the classroom of 
the family that character lessons 
are taught and learned. A soccer 
coach can' l leach those sorts of 
things; lie or she can only rein- 
force them. 

A low-stress family is more 
important than any after-school 
activity. 

A related problem is that at 
some early point, extracurricular 
stuff displaces the needs of the 
marriage. 

Parents become are so preoc- 
cupied with doing for the kids 
that they aren’t really and truly 
married any longer. Your kids 
need to see a marriage working 
at the center of ymir family. 

To bring that about, considera- 
tions of what's best for the fami- 
ly as a unit need to come before 
indivi dual con siderat ions. 

It also concerns me that you 
feci you need to help your chil- 
dren with homework every 
night. 

This produces more stress. 
What is it about their homework 
that makes it impossible for 
them to do it on their own? 


I'll just bet that there is so lit- 
tle time left for homework after 
the extracurricular stuff that you 
become the "homework drover,” 
making sure it gets done as 
quickly as possible while still 
being done correct Iv. That prob- 
lem is again that of a family 
stretched too thin. 

A family is people growing 
together, mil people running 
around like chickens with their 
(leads cut off, trying to meet 
deadlines ami fulfill obligations, ' 
most of which are arbitrary. Do 
yon want your children to grow 
up remembering relaxed family 
evenings, or tio you want them 
remembering that almost every 
evening was a "hurry up, we 
gotta go!" occasion? 

Ail easy choice. I'd say.

Kinder, gender divorce: There must be better way

CHICAGO - The adversarial 
legal system can do for families 
in divorce what the hand grenade 
docs for interior design, and 
though the popular notion is that 
lawyers are to blame for the emo- 
tional carnage, it also is lawyers 
who arc searching for a more 
humane resolution to family 
breakups. 

The legal community lias no 
cheerleaders touting the adver- 
sarial approach as the best one 
for splitting households, particu- 
larly when children are involved. 

But no one ever said divorce 
would be easy, and the system, as 
divorce attorneys point out, is 
client-driven. When a client real- 
ly wants to fight, the attorney is 
bound by professional oatli to 
play gladiator. 

In Illinois, a trial or the threat 
of an adjudicated divorce 
remains the norm for the approx- 
imately 40,000 divorces annually. 
Mediated divorces are still the 
exception, and collaborative law, 
a budding alternative, is virtually 
nonexistent here, though it has 
caught on in other parts of the 
country. 

That is not to say change isn’t 
coming. 

Divorce mediators are not hard 
to find, and they sense that a 
major mood swing is on the way 


in legal circles. What can only 
help their cause is that the newly 
installed president of the Illinois 
State Bar Association, Cheryl 
Niro, herself a practitioner of 
mediation, or alternative dispute 
resolution as it is typically called, 
hopes to have

“I have been 

involved in the 
area of alternative dispute reso- 
lution for eight years and feel 
that those methodologies are 
most beneficial in cases where 
relationships need to be pre- 
served, \Vhich makes family law 
the most appropriate use," Niro 
said. She foresees a system of 
mediators and lawyers working 
together to sever marriages while 
preserving parental partnerships. 

Mediation can have several 
permutations, but typically it 
involves a couple sitting down 
with only a mediator, then con- 
sulting outside that arena with 
their respective lawyers, who put 
any agreements into legal terms 
and provide legal advice. Though 
a mediator may he a lawyer, he 
does not play that role in a medi- 


ated divorce. 

In addition to limiting pain, the 
idea is to hold down substantially 
on time and expense, considering 
that virtually every communica- 
tion with an attorney costs 
money. With issues such as cus- 
tody, visitation, 
child support 
and property dis- 
trihution to he 
worked out, time 
and money can 
add up in a 
luirry. Mediators 
contacted gener- 
ally agreed that 
a mediated 
divorce would cost about one- 
third to one-half of what most 
average divorces would cost 
because less time and labor are 
required. 

But perhaps the overriding 
principle is peace. Mental health 
professionals preach the efficacy 
of two emotionally healthy par- 
ents in every child’s life, yet the 
very the nature of adversarial 
divorce works against that. 
Certainly a parent who is in the 
legal fight of his or her life may 
not he inclined to make a teddy 
hear talk or to sit down and read 
a bedtime story. 

“I found myself feeling very 
uncomfortable with how the 
adversarial system deals with 
families,” said Jerry Kessler, a 


Chicago area attorney who now 
operates a mediation practice. 
“The Inst thing people need 
when going through a divorce is 
to he formally cast ns adver- 
saries." 

Kessler serves on a state bar 
association committee that is 
preparing .legislation for certifi- 
cation of .mediators, lie 
explained that mediators typical- 
ly come from legal or mental 
health backgrounds hut that 
there needs to he some kind of 
central certification process to 
ensure proper training sind expe- 
rience. 

It has been this lack of certifi- 
cation that may have contributed 
to the stunted growth in Illinois 
divorce mediation, according to 
Michael S. Cohen, head of the 
family law section of the bar 
association. 

“I think mediation got off to n 
bad start here," Cohen snid of 
the process, which generally 
begun to appear in the 1970s. 
"Everyone and their brother held 
themselves out as a mediator. 
People would go to them and get 
themselves into some predica- 
ments because the mediators 
weren’t trained in tile law. And I 
think the lawyers felt it was tak- 
ing something away from them. 
The family lawyers felt threat- 
ened and never really took it 
much to heart." 


Author tells women they can gain control through celibacy

Sex Is a powerful tool, a lesson 
that author Wendy Keller has 
learned well. She doesn’t mind 
using it to sell "The Cult of the 
Born-Again Virgin: How Single 
Women Can Reclaim Their 
Sexuality" (Health 

Communications, $11.95), her 
new motivational hook on the 
hot topic of celibacy. 

But this isn’t the "True Love 
Waits”-style celibacy movement 
adopted by Christian teens. 
Keller’s book focuses on women 
in their 20s and older i^jki’ve 
returned to abstinence after 
being dissatisfied with their rela- 
tionships. 

. Keller, 34, a single mother and 
former journalist who runs her 
own literary agency in Malibu, 
Calif., came to the conclusion 
that women are choosing celiba- 
cy after she conducted informal 
surveys with 200 friends and 
acquaintances. 

Add the catchy “born-again 
virgin" title, and she had a mar- 
ketable book. 

“The celibacy part is what 
attracts the media," she says, 


stopping in Dallas recently on a 
promotional tour. “But the hook 
really isn’t about sex - it's about 
a woman’s right to choose a 
lifestyle and feel good about it." 

Terms such as “celibacy" and 
“born again" suggest a religious 
undertone. But the creed Keller 
preaches is feminism, with an 
old-fashioned twist: Gain control 
of your life via abstinence. 

Sex is rampant in our culture, 
she says, and the pressure on 
women to give it up is wide- 
spread, whether they arc in their 
teens or 30s. She argues persua- 
sively, perhaps because she 
speaks from personal experi- 
ence. 

“After 1 got divorced, I fetr I 
should he out there having sex 
with many parjners," she says. 
“There’s the myth that men need 
sex before they know whether 
they’re in love. Women who are 
just divorced find themselves 
asking, ‘What am I wortli without 
a guy?"’ 

In the book, Keller declares 
that the sexual freedom brought 
by the feminist movement of the 
’60s “might not he working for' us 
anymore. It isn’t getting us what 


we thought it would. We’ve had 
30 years of it - a long-enough 
test. It’s time to think about a 
new approach." 

That approach boils down to 
refraining from sex, either tem- 
porarily or permanently. But the 
abstinence she describes is not 
, the old-fashioned strategy of 
holding out until you get what 
you want from a man. Instead, it 
becomes a step in making your- 
self feel OK on your own. And 
don’t bather with casual sex, she 
counsels; it doesn’t work. 

The women she uses as exam- 
ples go by single first names - 
“Deb," “Marcic," “Sandy" and 
so on. Most didn’t want to lie 
identified, Keller says, acknowl- 
edging that surveying only 
acquaintances and women with 
whom site works was tinscientif- 

“But I didn't want to pre- 
select,” she says. 

A number of anecdotes come 
from women who’ve been victim- 
ized. Laura, for example, became 
a “BAV” (born-again virgin) 
when stie found tier husband in 
bed with another man. Liz suf- 
fered through the mooching of 


Frank, a guy who, moved into her 
house shortly after they began 
having sex. She was hurt when 
lie slued away from commitment. 

But Keller also scrutinizes 
women who have made had deci- 
sions or embodied weakness. 
“Janine” has not been responsi- 
ble for herself: “Like the classic 
female, she went from daddy to 
husband one to husband two to 
being terrified at 46 to be on her 
own,” Keller writes. "It's no won- 
der men rule us: A substantial 
portion of our gender believes 
we are incapable of creating a 
wholesome, vibrant, successful 
life on our own." 

In between the anecdotes, 
Keller sprinkles chestnuts from a 
slew of pop-culture figures, from 
psychologist Abraham Maslow to 
fitness queen Susan Row ter to 
motivational coach Tony 
Robbins. 

Not all the men in this hook 
are scoundrels. But this book 
isn’t for men, anyway - it’s for 
the "sisters." 

“I feel so had for these poor 
women in their 30s," Keller says. 
“I want to say, ’You don’t need 
that.’ I was one of them."

Battles are routinely fought in 
the land of marriage - insurgen- 
cies involving in-laws, dashes 
concerning children, skirmishes 
over sex, and near-military action 
about money. 

But the rockets* red glare most 
often may be seen in. smaller 
minefields, in the combat about 
cooking, the wrangle over whites 
and darks, the contention about 
who deans up.

But a new study of housework 
over 30 yeurs indicates that the 
warfare may bo ebbing because, 
well, no one seems to be doing 
mudi housework anymore. 

The reason? 

We no longer believe that 
home cooking and a manicured 
rug are worth the aggravation. 

"While there is still someone 
doing housework, mudi less of it 
is being performed in American 
homes,” concludes a University 
of Maryland study with a title

“Is Anyone Doing the 
Housework? Trends and Gender 
Differentials in America's Least 
Favorite Activity.” 

Another study conclusion: 
Unemployed, unmarried, child- 
less women, who woidd seem to 
have time to cook and dean, do 
not. They do less housework, on 
average, than employed married 
mothers. 

Suzanne M. Biandii, a sociolo- 
gy professor and one of the 
study’s four authors, was sur- 
prised by the data, collected 
from a national sample of nearly 
15,000 people, ages 24 to 65, from 
both interviews and time-diaries 
between 1965 and 1995. 

You would e.tpeci those doing 
less housework “are these really 
busy people,” she said in an 
interview. But the study results 
showed that the housework 


“lines of dedine were the steep- 
est for those who you would pre- 
sume to have lime. We didn't ask 
why. One speculation we have is 
tluu perhaps this is not a highly 
valued activity.” 

In the 19G0s, Biunchi said, 
women were defined by whether 
they were a “good homemaker. 
As the definition has changed, 
it's affected more than women 
working outside the home.” 

“Our houses would be cleaner 
if we washed the walls every 
spring, as rSj- grandmother did. 
But now we repaint them, or hire 
someone to repaint them, or just 
' don't do it at all. The question is, 
would you do it now even if you 
had time available? No one 
thinks you have to do these tasks 
anymore." 

The study defines housework 
as eight tasks: cooking meals; 
meal clean-up; houseclcaning; 
laundry and ironing; outdoor 


chores; repairs; garden and ani- 
mal care; and bills and other 
financial accounting. Child care 
is excluded. 

In 1965, women averaged 30 
hours weekly on housework. In 
1995, those hours dropped like 
dust balls to 17.5. 

Men, on the other hand, swept 
and cooked for just 4.9 hours a 
week in 1965, but their house- 
work multiplied like unmatched 
socks to 10 hours in 1995. All of 
that rise was from the mid-1960s 
in the mid-1980s. It has leveled 
off since then. 

Thu combined housework aver- 
ages have dropped since 1965 
from 17.5 hours a week to 13.7. 
And if you add up who does 
what, women do a little less than 
two-thirds of all housework 
t today. They used to do nearly 90 
percent.

Mary Jeanne Vincent wants 
people to bring more fun and 
passion into their everyday life.

Character study: Our true 
character emerges in old age

In an agu when faslur isn’t fast 
o non uli and newer isn't new 
enough, it's easy to overlook (lie 
virtues of aging. 

We assign value to antique fur- 
niture, stately homes, classic 
cars. Hut at die first (tray hair, we 
shudder with fear as if 'sentenced 
(o a long terminal illness. 

"Old age is very hard, and it’s 
llo juke, Hm it's tint a disease. 
Thai idea is more of an affliction 
on (he old than (heir own afflic- 
tions. M 

So says James Hillman, a 
prominent Jimgiun psychologist, 
talking about his new hook, “The 
Force of Character: And the 
l.asting Life” (Random House, 
524). 

The best-selling author of "The 
Soul's Cotie,” Hillman is a former 
professor at the University of 
Dallas and co-founder of 'the 
Dallas Institute of Humanities 
and Culture. 

Hillman poses this question: 
What Is the value in growing old? 

It’s a question foi* the times. 
Since 1900, the percentage of 
Americans G5 and older has 
more than tripled, and according 
to the U.S. Census Uurcnu, one in 
nine baby boomers will live to at 


least 90. 

“There are baby boomers in 
the middle of life who are des- 
perately afraid of old age and 
only see it as sickness and 
decay," Hillman says. 

Hut that encounter with old 
age, so often called a “midlife 
crisis,” is premature, he says. To 
project iit age 40 what your life 
will he like at age K0 is as skewed 
as it child's perception of life as a 
parent. 

"Kids think their parents of 40 
don’t have sex. Our culture is 
determined by very young ado- 
lescent thinking,” he-says. 

Aging plays a fundamental 
role in the human condition: Our 
true natures emerge as we grow 
older. We have the lime, inclina- 
tion and experience to review 

Character gives aging its value 
and its meaning, he writes. 

“The last years confirm and 
fulfill character." 

In current times, old people 
have disappeared - and not just 
physically - into retirement com- 
munities or nursing homes. 
Absent from modern life is the 
traditional role of the wise elder. 

“It's a central issue in our cul- 
ture. We don’t have adults, men- 
tors, eiders. We have fixed ideas 


of seniors as benighted, almost 
embalmed, ” Hillman says .during 
an interview. 

"I'm stressing active citizen- 
ship,” he says - people can retire 
from productivity, hut they 
shouldn't retreat /ram citizenship. 

"There is an innate urge to lie 
concerned about society and 
community." 

As we grow older, our purpose 
in life changes. Our task shifts 
from self-preservation to finding 
meaning in our lives - and in that 
search, our character reveals 
itself, Hillman says. 

Titus, while si tort -term memory 
fizzles, long-term memory sharp- 
ens. It’s not necessary that we 
remember where we put our 
keys. It is more important for our 
character development that we 
rentemlter the events of our lives 
and draw lessons from our experi- 
ence. 

Outward appearance yields to 
tin internal gravity and thought- 
fulness: “The old have gra vitas 
when their insight reaches into 
the invisible core of things, into 
what is hidden and buried,” he 
writes. “When the body begins to 
sag, it is abandoning simm mtd 
hypocrisy. The body leads tho 
way down, dee|>ening your char-

Constructive criticism is when

Do you tend to be more critical 
of others than you, in all likeli- 
hood, would like others to be crit- 
ical of you? And do you excuse 
your critical attitude by telling 
yourself that you are really being 
helpful to those you criticize? Do 
you approach most things in your 
life with a critical eye? And do 
you tend to find fault concerning 
most people with whom you 
come in contact? 

I once knexv a lady who was 
overly critical. No matter how 
hard those around her tried to 
complete a successful project, 
no matter how much effort was 
put into trying to please her, no 
matter how many others 
believed what had been done 
was perfect, those who tried to 
make her happy knew that she 
would find at least one thing, no 
matter how small, to vent her 
disdain over what had been 
done. 

And the sad thing about this 
was that v jn,spitc of the fact that 
all who knew her always under- 
stood that she had a miserable 
attitude, most still tried desper- 



ately to figure out some method 
whereby one word of praise 
would cross her lips. Hut it never 
happened. 

Gradually, over a period of 
years, her husband left her, her 
children became estranged, and 
what few friends she had eventu- 
ally had had enough. She was 
left a lonely, biller woman whose 
only feeling was hate - getting 
back at those who had so mis- 
treated her (in her eyes at least) 
with a constant stream of criti- 
cism about them to everyone she 
encountered. She was avoided 
when at all possible and ignored 
.hen there

way * 


This, of course, is an extreme 
example, but I think so often of 
how damaging criticism can be, 
particularly to young people. 
There really is no such thing as 
“constructive criticism.” In the 
eyes of the one being criticized 


there is simply a “put down.” 
There are certainly ways for 
adults to give advice without 
making a young person feel “crit- 
icized." 

I think it is so important for all 
of us to pul ourselves in the 
shoes of the one of whom wi 
critical and see how such criti- 
cism would make US feel. If wc 
can truthfully say that the criti- 
cism we arc about to impart 
would make US feel hurt, then 
surely we can find a way to 
change our sharp tongue of c ' ' 
cism to one of help. 

How often I have seen children 
come smiling and full of enthusi- 
asm concerning their great idea 
of the moment, only to see it 
wither and die under the critical 
eye of an adult. 

Children need discipline to be 
sure, but they bloom with praise. 
Criticism can destroy them. 

If you must be critical, be criti- 
cal only of yourself. Do not set 
yourself up as the only one who 
truly knows what is correct in 
this world You WILL, in one way 
or another, be proven wrong.

Nursing home gave self-serving 
advice on Medicaid funding issue

Q. When my inothcran-lnw was 
admitted to a nursing home three 
years ugo, we were told tliut she 
could not apply for Medicaid until 
she only had $2,000 left nnd tltat 
her funds would lutve to be paid 
toward her rare. Now, after nearly 
three years as u private puy 
patient (53,500 monthly), only 
52,500 remains from the inheri- 
tance she received when my 
father-in-law died. Since Medicaid 
qualification is imminent, wc 
want to go uhcad and pay for her 
funeral now about 510,000 - but 
don’t lutve the money. Our ques- 
tion: When she qualifies, will 
Mcdiraid pay all of her expeases 
so wc can use her income to begin 
saving for her funeral? 

A. No, Because you. received 
bad. self-serving advice from the 
facility, the funds that could have 
been used to prepay your mother- 
in-law’s funeral expenses were 
instead used to purchase three 
additional months of private pay 
care. 

After qualifying for Medicaid, 
unmarried persons like your 
mother-in-law must pay the vast 
majority of their recurring month- 
ly income to the nursing home 
and are allowed to keep only what 
is known as a “Personal Needs 
Allowance." The amount of the 
monthly PNA varies from state to 
state, but is generally in the 530 
per month range. After all other 
income is applied to the monthly 
. nursing home charges and certain 
medical bills, the remaining 
charges arc paid by the State 
Medicaid program. 

Had you received proper 
advice, your mo therm-law’s funds 
could have been used to purchase 
an irrevocable prepaid funeral 
contract and a number of other 
non-countablc resources years 
ago. Since you can’t gel the money 
back from the nursing home, we 
suggest that the family begin mak- 
ing plaits to p;ty for die funeral. 

Q. My father, u stroke victim, 
was transferred from die hospital 
to a nursing home for skilled cure 
nnd rehabilitation that was puid 
for by Medicare. After u time, the

facility told us dial since Dad liad 
reached maximum improvement. 
Medicare would no longer pay for 
his care. Because lie has limited 
assets, we applied for Medicaid, 
but the nursing home luts not con- 
tinued Ills rehabilitation despite 
our requests. Docs the nursing 
home have to help him try to 
improve? 

A. According to the Nursing 
Home Reform Act, a federal law 
that governs all nursing homes 
which accept money from the 
Medicare or Medicaid programs, 
your father’s facility is required to 
“provide services and activities to 
attain or maintain the highest 
practicable physical, mental, and 
psychosocial well-being of each 
resident." In other words, the 
nursing home should not allow 
your father’s state of health to 
worsen unless his condition is 
such that a decline is inevitable. 
The facility should assist your 
father in remaining as indepen- 
dent as possible in his activities of 
daily living such as bathing, eat- 
ing. dressing, and toileting. If, for 
example, your father can use the 
bathroom with assistance, the 
facility must provide that assis- 
tance even if it would be less 
expensive to use a catheter or dia- 
pers. 

We suggest that you schedule a 
meeting with the facility adminis- 
trator to voice your concerns. 
You may wish to contact your 
father’s doctor to make sure 
appropriate orders are left with 
the facility. And it might be a 
good idea to hire a geriatric care 
manager to monitor your father’s 


care plan. If you still get no 
results, contact an cider law 
attorney to assist you. 

Q. I was appointed the health 
care agent for my uunt who, after 
receiving extended rare at home, 
hits been admitted to a nursing 
facility. I am getting conflicting 
reports of how my aunt is to be 
cared for from each shift of 
employees. On weekends, it scents 
tluit the facility is especially short- 
staffed und care Ls almost nonexis- 
tent. What am I do to make sure 
she is properly cared for? 

A. The federal Nursing Home 
Reform Act requires that the rare 
of each resident be provided 
according to a written plan of 
care. After admission, each nurs- 
ing home that accepts Medicare 
or Medicaid dollars should estab- 
lish a care plan meeting at which 
time your aunt (or you on her 
behalf) should be given die oppor- 
tunity to have input into the plan 
of care. 

Despite this mandate, many 
nursing facilities erroneously give 
the impression that doctors and 
nurses control what goes into care 
plans. In truth, physicians and 
nurses provide advice, hut the 
ultimate decisions rest with either 
the resident or the authorized 
member of the family. 

Being short-staffed docs not 
excuse the facility from its obliga- 
tion under quality of care laws. 
The solution is to hire a sufficient 
mimltcT of new employees so that 
eadj resident receives the type of 
care the law requires. 

Again, we suggest that you 
meet with the facility administra- 
tor, contact a geriatric care man- 
ager to monitor your father’s care 
plan, and, if necessary, contact an 
elder law attorney to make help 
you make sure your aunt receives 
the care site needs.

Q. I need proof of what 1 
receive from Sociul Security. 
Wluit am I use? 

A. livery year, Social Security 
sends all beneficiaries an SSA- 
1099 (Social Security Benefit 
Statement) showing how much 
they received in the past year. 
The SSA-1099 can he used us 
proof of your benefits. If you 
have direct deposit, you will also 
receive a notice when your liene- 
fit increases because of an annual 
cost of living adjustment, or

COI.A. Thu CO I A notice can also 
serve as proof. And, if you don't 
have either item, or you need 
proof of your current benefits, we 
can send you a benefit verifica- 
tion statement on request. 

Q. Both my husband and I 
work and pay Sociul Security 
tuxes. On which record will my 
Ixmefits be bused? 

A. You will receive benefits 
based on your work record if you 


have worked long enough under 
Social Security - usually 10 years 
- to be entitled to benefits. 
However, if the benefit you ran 
receive as a spouse is higher than 
your own Social Security benefit, 
you will receive a combination of 
benefits equaling the higher 
spouse benefit.

SEATTLE - When Marjorie 
Weaver was admitted to 
Harborvicw Medical Center, she 
was sick with a bacterial blood 
infection and had multiple frac- 
tures. The 74-year-old West 
Seattle woman had fallen at 
home and lay unconscious until 
a neighbor found her in respira- 
tory failure and saved her life by 
calling 911. 

Twenty years ago, medicine’s 
attitude might have been to 
treat Weaver’s immediate physi- 
cal problems and then release 
her, with the explicit or implicit 
message, “These things happen. 
You’re getting older.” 

But things arc different now. 

Soon after Weaver was 
checked in to the hospital, she 
got a visit from Harborview's 
geriatric team - a group of stu- 
dents and doctors, headed by an 


attending physician trained as a 
geriatrician. 

They began applying mbdern 
medicine, patience and tender 
loving care. One team member. 
University of Washington med- 
ical student Karin Harp, person- 
ally mixed n breakfast shake for 
Weaver every morning and 
encouraged her to oar and do 
her exercises. 

Tho team’s goal: Stabilize her 
medically, boost her mental sta- 
tus and get her back to n higher' 
level of functioning. 

The field of geriatrics never 
used to exist in medical-school 
curriculum, had no leaders and 
offered little opportunity to stu- 
dents. 

But in the past few years, stu- 
dent interest in learning to treat 
and care for older adults has 
increased significantly at UW 
and other medical schools across 
the country. 


Harp chose this four-week 
rotation “because I’ve always 
been interested in geriatrics and 
wanted to see if it was some- 
thing I wanted to do for the rest 
of my life." 

That’s the hopeful news. But 
the less-hopeful reality, many say, 
is still that there may never be 
enough geriatricians trained to 
rare for aging baby boomers, who 
are expected to survive into their 
80s and 90s in record numbers. 

"The sad fact is that not 
enough is going on. There is a 
tremendous national shortage of 
people who are qualified in the 
area of geriatrics," said Joseph 
Ccrquone, spokesman for the 
Alliance for Aging Research in 
Washington, D.C. 

The Alliance predicts that 
there will be only 7,000 qualified 
geriatricians in the United 
States next year, when the coun- 
try will need 22,000 or 23,000.
